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Damn the taxpayers! 

Dam the Tuolumne! 


C itizens, residents, tax¬ 
payers and alt you other 
suckers who live and 
work in San Francisco: 

City Hall is about to take 
you again. City Hall is about 
to take you again on the grand¬ 
est and gaudiest scale since 
1912 when City Hall got you 
to put up hundreds of millions 
to dam a beautiful valley in 
Yosemite National Park (Hetch 
Hetchy Valley), then refused 
for 60 years to bring you the 
cheap public power from the 
dam and instead forced you 
to buy expensive private power 
from PG&E’s illegal private 
power monopoly in San Fran¬ 
cisco, 

The new wrinkle on this 
granddaddy of scams: City 
Hall, instead of doing a feasi¬ 
bility study to buy PG&E and 
bring our own cheap Hetch 
Hetchy power to our own 
citizens and stop the Hetch 
Hetchy steal forever, is in¬ 
stead moving to enlarge and 
magnify the original scandaL 
City Hall is quietly moving 
plans to dam the Tuolumne 
River, an environmental disas¬ 
ter for the valley, to provide 
the cheap power for the ex¬ 
pansion of SF International 
Airport, an environmental 
disaster for the city and 
the peninsula: The bill for 
these environmental disasters: 
$420 million in revenue bonds 
for the dams alone, to be 
floated without a vote of the 
people. The suckers who will 
pay: you, the taxpayers of 
San Francisco, 

You will recall that last fall 
the Guardian twice blasted 
away at the scheme to dam 
the Tuolumne (‘"Millions for 
Turlock, Modesto, PG&E, but 
not one cent for San Francis¬ 
co,” 9/27/75, 11/28/75), We 


smelled a basement full of rats, 
but we couldn’t get a good 
explanation from the PUC or 
City Hal] officials why they 
wanted to put a huge capital 
investment in a hydroelectric 
plant that would basically bene¬ 
fit only the Turlock and Mo¬ 
desto Irrigation District, (The 
districts would-pay half the de¬ 
velopment and construction 
costs and get the rights to half 
the 1,3 billion kilowatt hours 
the Tuolumne project — three 
dams and two powerhouses — 
is expected to produce). 

Now it’s clean City Hall 
wants the dam to insure a suf¬ 
ficient supply of power to fuel 
an expanded airport, a key 
element of Manhattanization. 

Nobody at City Hall an¬ 
nounced this, of course. The 
admission was wrung, at the 
pressure of Ken McEldowney 
of Consumer Action and Sup, 
Quentin Kopp, from Oral 
Moore, general manager of 
Hetch Hetchy and the man who 
has the job at City Hall of 
running the city’s public power 
department as if he were oper¬ 
ating on the payroll of PG&E. 
Moore testified at a March 16 
hearing of the Airport Select 
Committee, that if the energy 
projections for airport expan¬ 
sion were correct, Hetch Het¬ 
chy would have to provide 
about 500 million more kilo¬ 
watt hours annually to the 
airport. 

To do this, he testified, Hetch 
Hetchy would either have to 
divert energy from its present 
out-of-the-city industrial cus¬ 
tomers or develop new sources 
of power. Light bulb! What 
new source of power? Nobody 
pressed Moore further at the 
hearing, but we did after¬ 
ward in an interview". 

Moore told us that Hetch 


Hetchy could supply the power 
needs of the airport if it gave 
up its industrial customers, 
but Moore made it clear that 
the city wasn’t about to do 
that. The only way for Hetch 
Hetchy to deal with the in¬ 
creased demand for power in¬ 
duced by airport expansion, 
Moore said, was for the city 
to invest in a $420 million 
project to dam 96 miles of the 
Tuolumne River between Yo¬ 
semite and Don Pedro Reser¬ 
voir, Further, Moore told us, 
he planned to recommend with¬ 
in a month just such an invest¬ 
ment to the city’s Public Utili¬ 
ties Commission. 

Moore didn’t tell this to the 
PUC last October when he 
successfully lobbied for the 
PUC to put up $30,000 for 
a feasibility study for the Tuo¬ 
lumne project. He didn’t say 
the real reason was for airport 
expansion. He didn’t need to. 
Commissioner ,H, Welton 
Flynn, of the Sunol golf course 
scandal fame, and the rest of 
the PG&E lobby on the com¬ 
mission and in City Hall knew. 
The only people who didn’t 
were the people who will be 
picking up the tab. 

Damming the Tuolumne, the 
state’s last white-water, free- 
flowing river, to expand an air¬ 
port in San Francisco was an 
issue best kept under lock and 
key until the phony feasibility 
study was completed and until 
the supervisors and Mayor Mos- 
cone had driven the last nails 
into the coffin and approved 
$143 million worth of revenue 
bonds for airport expansion. 

To pile things up, City Hall 
is seeking to palm off the Tuo¬ 
lumne project as economic sal¬ 
vation for the city . “From San 
Francisco’s point of view, we 




have a need for additional 
revenues,” says Moore, “The 
updated study for the project 
shows a net revenue in 1985 
of $22 million annually for 
the developers, with San Fran¬ 
cisco getting $11 million or 
half of that.” 

Let us pound steins on the 
table and holler for more. 
$11 million a year is a pretty 
thin margin to cut on a 
$420 million construction pro¬ 
ject that has bonds to be paid 
off, particularly a project that 
won’t be constructed until 
1985. One medium-sized error, 
in estimating construction 
costs, in' estimating projected 
rates of interest, in estimating 
how much power can be sold 
for, and that $11 million is 
down the drain. 

The bottom line argument 
is that the city doesn’t need 


to build the dam to get the 
extra power. It can divert the 
Hetch Hetchy bloc from its 
out-of-town industrial cus¬ 
tomers (the River Bank Army 
ammunition plant, Kaiser Alu¬ 
minum, Kaiser Cement, Lock¬ 
heed, General Motors, IBM, 
Liquid Air, who together use 
about 408 kilowatts of our 
cheap public power per year). 
These are all short-term agree¬ 
ments and even Moore admits 
under questioning that this bloc 
would largely fulfill the air¬ 
port’s requirements to 1985, 
that the dam is necessary only 
to make money for the city/ 

Not only does City Hall want 
to screw up a river at our 
expense, but they don't want 
us to vote on it in the YBC 
tradition. Moore told us that 
Hetch Hetchy won’t seek a 
genera! obligation bond issue 
to pay for the city’s share of 
the construction costs, but 
would move to get a charter 
amendment so Hetch Hetchy 
could float revenue bonds. Rev¬ 
enue bonds don’t require ap¬ 
proval from anyone — except 
the floating agency (the PUC) 
— even though the city’s full 
faith and credit will be pledged 
behind them. Moore’s ingen¬ 
uous explanation for opting 
for revenue bonds: “There's 
no point in encumbering the 
city's bonding capacity" when 
it s a money-making proposi¬ 
tion.” 

Really, that argument must 
be the last refuge of a scoun¬ 
drel in City Hal! in San Fran¬ 
cisco, April 1976, 

Fight back; Three workshops, spon¬ 
sored bv four federal agencies, will 
be held in the next week.

Moscones 

welfare 

trade-off 

More money to fewer people 


D uring the mayoral cam¬ 
paign, candidate George 
Moscone told Guardian re¬ 
porter Jerry Roberts, “Social 
services will be my first prior¬ 
ity.” But now Moscone is may¬ 
or, and he’s selected the city’s 
welfare department to absorb 
a 4% (more than $1 million) 
budgetary cutback. 

The big cuts must come from 
the county’s General Assistance 
(GA) program since the state 
and federal governments al¬ 
ready foot most of the bill 
for other welfare programs, 
such as Medi-Cal, food stamps 
and Aid to Families with De¬ 
pendent Children. On March 
25, in reaction to pressure 
from Moscone, the Social Ser¬ 
vices Commission passed tough 
new GA regulations. The maxi¬ 
mum GA grant is a ridiculously 
low $83 per month for men and 
$88 for women, one of the 
lowest in the state. 

The new regulations are ap¬ 
parently a trade-off with Mos- 
cone’s office, in return for 
being able to raise the present 
GA maximum grant from $83 


to $ 125 or $ 160, Moscone 
press secretary Corey Busch 
told me, “If we’re going to give 
across-the-board grant in¬ 
creases, we’re going to have 
to cut some people off, and 
tighten up on eligibility .” Busch 
emphasized that no final de¬ 
cision had been made about 
how much Social Services 
would have to cut their budget. 
Among the aspects of the new 
rules: 

• Automatic discontinuance 
after three months. Applicants 
must then go back to square 
one and return to the welfare 
office to apply for “Continuing 
Assistance.” If they are re¬ 
fused continuing assistance, 
they must wait another 12 
months before applying for 
GA again. 

• Heavy penalties for “failing 
to cooperate” with welfare 
workers: The new regulations 
provide for one-and-a-half to 
six-month suspensions for being 
late to appointments, failing 
to provide documentation or 
look for work. 

• Stringent work require¬ 


ments: Applicants will be re¬ 
quired to continually search for 
work, report weekly, and take 
any minimum wage job of¬ 
fered, including farm labor. 

Social Services director Sars- 
field says the new regulations 
will help people “move quickly 
off the rolls,” increase social 
workers’ decision-making au¬ 
thority and allow GA to raise 
its maximum grant, concen¬ 
trating resources on those who 
need them most. 

But some critics claim the 
regulations will only worsen 
current problems with the GA 
program. Among the objec¬ 
tions:

• The need for General Assis¬ 
tance is higher now than ever, 
due to the worsening economic 
depression and a vicious 11% 
unemployment level. ""People 
are exhausting their unemploy¬ 
ment and coming in here,” 
says GA social worker Earl 
Gilman. In the past year, the 
number of GA recipients has 
soared from 7,000 to 9,500 

• The new regulations may 
eliminate some people from 
General Assistance, but not 


necessarily those who need 
it the least. For example, re¬ 
cipients can be summarily de¬ 
nied GA if they are not home 
the day a social workers makes 
a home visit or if they fail 
to go to SF General Hospital 
to prove they are too sick to 
find work. (The obvious ques¬ 
tion: if they’re too sick to find 
work, couldn't they also be too 
sick to take the bus to the hos¬ 
pital? These applicants may 
be terminated or suspended 
by an unsympathetic social 
worker for “failure to co¬ 
operate,” 

• It may be politically attrac¬ 
tive to attack ""welfare cheat¬ 
ers,” but the present grant 
levels are too low for anyone 
to live on. “It forces people 
to commit fraud,” argues Gil¬ 
man. To supplement the $83 
monthly grant, recipients also 
must turn to panhandling, hust¬ 
ling to make ends meet 

» In a time of economic crisis, 
politicians are putting the heat 
on a politically defenseless 
group rather than taking money 
from those who can afford it. 
“Every time we have a budget¬ 
ary problem we ask the very 
poorest in our community to 
pay for it,” argues Phil Louis, 
welfare advocacy coordinator 
for SF Neighborhood Legal 
Assistance. “Let’s cut back on 
aid to dependent millionaires. 
Let the banks pay a few dollars 
more in taxes,” 

• The city should cut the 
budget for the Redevelopment 


Agency, and use the $5 million 
in,city funds committed to the 
Performing Arts Center to meet 
the budget crunch. 

“The need [for General As¬ 
sistance] is probably greater 
than ever,” admits Social Ser¬ 
vices Commissioner Leland 
Barrett, who voted for the 
new rules. “But there is always 
fat to be trimmed.” In the case 
of General Assistance, the 
budget is already down to the 
bone.

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Marie-Victoire 
upheld on hookers 


The state Court of Appeal 
has upheld Municipal Court 
Judge Ollie Marie-Victoire in 
her refusal to let the district 
attorney disqualify her from 
hearing prostitution cases 
{Guardian 10/31/75). 

Former DA John jay Fer- 
don's deputies sought to re* 
move her, while she was master 
calendar judge of the criminal 
division, by the peremptory 
challenge process. The peremp¬ 
tory enables an attorney to re¬ 
move one judge From any given 
case automatically, provided 
the attorney states the judge 
is prejudiced. Now the Court 
of Appeal says that process 
is unconstitutional. 

The court's ruling, not cov¬ 
ered by any of the daily news¬ 
papers, states the whole pro¬ 
cess “is based on a fiction: 
that the fifing [of the chal¬ 
lenge] establishes that the judge 
is prejudiced. In actuality the 
procedure ... is widely used 
to disqualify a judge for any 
reason, whether or not it in¬ 
volves prejudice , „ , It is no¬ 
toriously used for judge-shop- 
ping/ 1 


What happened in Marie- 
Victoire's cases was that she 
dismissed prostitution charges 
on the grounds that the police 
were not arresting male cus¬ 
tomers along with female soli¬ 
citors and this was a violation 
of the 14th Amendment, which 
guarantees “equal protection 
of the laws" to all citizens. 
So, DA Ferdon ordered his 
deputies to disqualify her on 
grounds of prejudice. But the 
Court of Appeal decision 
states: 

“The basis of these chal¬ 
lenges does not appear to be 
prejudice . . . The objection is 
apparently based on a dis¬ 
agreement with the judge's 
interpretation of the consti¬ 
tutionality of a statute or its 
enforcement. A judge's opinion, 
interpretation, attitude and 
philosophy on legal matters 
cannot be a basis for preju¬ 
dice." 

The court* ruled that the DA 
should have appealed Marie- 
Victoire's decision to deter¬ 
mine the constitutional issues 
at hand. (This is exactly what 
I maintained in several Bay 


Guardian stories last year.) 
By choosing to disqualify her 
instead every time she got a 
prostitution case, the DA “ef¬ 
fectively prevented her from 
hearing any [prostitution] 
cases" and this amounted to 
“an unwarranted interference 
with the powers of the court." 

That is what Marie-Victoire 
said last year when local daily 
newspapers botched up the 
story and made her appear to 
be flying In the face of court 
rulings adverse to her position. 

SF District Attorney Joe 
Freitas is not appealing the 
decision. He says he is delighted 
with it and hopes it sticks. 
During his election campaign, 
Freitas promised that if he 
were elected DA he would 
order his deputies never to use 
the peremptory challenge. He 
has made good on that promise. 
He dislikes the process and 
feels that if an attorney has 
reason to consider a judge too 
prejudiced to rule* properly, 
the attorney ought to institute 
court proceedings for a hear¬ 
ing with witnesses, evidence, 
examination and cross-ex¬ 
amination. Atty. Gen. Eveile 
Younger disagrees; he wants to 
be able to run judges out of 
courts by using the automati¬ 
cally granted challenge. 


Marie-Victoire rule on prosti¬ 
tution cases any longer. She 
has moved from the master 
calendar spot to a trial court, 
and she is not being assigned 
any prostitution cases. Her 
replacement, Judge Hoy Won¬ 
der, is not taking it upon him¬ 
self to hear the prostitution 
cases, as Marie-Victoire did. 
He has assigned them to judge 
R, j, Reynolds, who will be 
ruling soon on a variety of 
motions by defense attorneys 
to throw the prostitution cases 
out of court, including the 
same motion that Marie-Vic- 
Loire heard last year: the law 
against prostitution is being 
used discriminatorily against 
women.

Feinstein’s 
open city 

"The civilized approach to 
prostitution is to legalize and 
License it,” —Dianne Feinstein, 
quoted in the June 20, 1975 
5F Examiner and at an SF Bar 
Association-sponsored hearing 
for mayoral candidates the 
previous day in the Union 
Square Holiday Inn. 

"Sen Francisco supervisors 
Dianne Feinstein and Alfred 
Nelder yesterday joined a Hayes 
Valley community group in 
charging that the district at¬ 
torney's office's reluctance to 
prosecute prostitution cases is 
spawning a new crime wave.'* 
—SF Examiner ; March 12, 
1976. 

Though recent reports by the 
local mass communications 
media make it appear other¬ 
wise, Supervisor Dianne Fein¬ 
stein says she still thinks le¬ 


galized prostitution is the only 
viable solution to the city's hot¬ 
test current vice problem. Her 
reluctance to say that publicly, 
she explained in a phone talk, 
is caused by journalists’ in¬ 
ability' to make it clear she is 
not advocating legalization of 
streetwalkers. She wants pros¬ 
titution confined to houses in 
one monitored red-light district. 

“I just spent a Saturday 
night in the back of a squad 
car. 1 found that we are at¬ 
tracting many pimps and pros¬ 
titutes from out of the city. 
I asked one little lady from 
Los Angeles why she’s here, 
and she told me, I’m here be¬ 
cause I know Vm not going 
to get busted.’ 

Feinstein said she recognizes 
legalized houses would have to 
be confined to one part of the 
city, and she confessed she 
does not know where that 
should be. She said she would 
face that question once she 
managed to gain some sup¬ 
port for her position. Up to 
now she is only gaining brick¬ 
bats. 

“That statement you read 
last year in the Examiner 
she said, “was just a response 
to a question-and-answer ses¬ 
sion at a Bar Association- 
sponsored hearing. It was never 
part of my campaign platform. 
But you wouldn't believe the 
flak I got, I was hit from all 
over. People wouldn't listen 
to what I was saying. They 
thought I was advocating a 
wide-open city with legaliza¬ 
tion of what exists now [on 
the streets], and finally I be¬ 
came so discouraged from their 
inability to listen and the lack 
of support, I gave up.”

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CITY STRIKE: 

yellow dogs, red herrings and blue Munis 


At presstime, a 12-hour-old 
tk strike of city workers 

»called by 15 building and 
metals trades unions was hav¬ 
ing only limited effects on the 
city. Muni had been shut down 
almost immediately after the 
strike began at midnight, 
March 30, when Muni drivers 
refused to cross picket lines set 
up at bus barns, but nearly ail 
other essential city services — 
police, fire, hospitals, sewage 
plants — were still operating. 
Many clerical workers at City 
Hall and in other municipal 
buildings had crossed picket 
lines to go to work. 

But no negotiations be¬ 
tween striking unions and Pat¬ 
rick Mahler, the negotiator for 
the Board of Supervisors, were 
planned, and the strike threat¬ 
ened to grow. The longshore¬ 
men’s union had already struck 
the SF Port in solidarity with 
the city workers. Unions that 
represent many thousands of 
city workers which earlier had 
ratified contract settlements 
with the supervisors — includ¬ 
ing the 8,000-member Service 
Employee Union Joint Council 
(SEIU) and locals of the Team¬ 
sters union — planned meet¬ 
ings of their memberships to 
reconsider those agreements 
and to vote on whether to 
go out on strike themselves. 

Both the supervisors and the 
unions were taking hard-line 


in wages and fringe benefits 
for the unions and (2) a “no¬ 
strike” clause which the super¬ 
visors want included in any 
new agreement. 

On March 29, the super¬ 
visors gave final approval to 
the salary ordinance for the 
coming year which cut take- 
home pay for some crafts work¬ 
ers as much as $5,000 an¬ 
nually. 

The supervisors, waving the 
familiar red flag of the 
$ 17,000-a-year streetsweeper, 
insist the crafts are overpaid 
and need to be knocked down 
a peg. Sup. Quentin Kopp said 
in a March 30 statement re¬ 
affirming the board’s position, 
“What is proposed by these 
employee groups [the crafts 
unions] is that Proposition B 
be ignored, and that these 
employees receive the same 
health and welfare payments, 
wages, hours and working con¬ 
ditions which they received 
under the Charter section that 
has been repealed, which com¬ 
pelled the board to adopt a 
$17,200 a year pay schedule 
for street sweepers." 

The unions, for their part, 
claim the supervisors deliber¬ 
ately provoked a strike (see 
Guardian 3/19/76) and that 
the attempt to cut back con¬ 
tracts won in previous years 
by the crafts unions is just 
the opening wedge in an attack 
on the entire trade union move¬ 
ment in SF: “I’ve worked for 


the city for 29 years,” Ed 
Schach, a striking member of 
the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers, told me 
on the first day of the strike. 
“Now they’re trying to sweep 
us under the rug and go back 
30 years with our contract.” 

Another big issue separating 
the two sides is a “no-strike” 
clause which the supervisors 
for the first time this year 
insist be included in any new 
agreement. Mahler and union 
negotiators were reportedly 
close to a tentative agreement 
(which basically would have 
kept negotiations going until 
June 30) on March 30, when 
the unions balked at signing 
the no-strike pledge. Mahler 
then refused to take the pro¬ 
posed settlement back to the 
supervisors. 


C A no-strike

“They wanted us to promise 
not to strike until June 30, 
1977,” Stan Smith, secretary- 
treasurer of the Building Trades 
Council, told the Guardian . 
“Naturally that would mean 
there would be no reason'for 
them to talk to us anymore. 
It would have taken the teeth 


out of our negotiating position,” 

Sup. John Molinari, however, 
said that all of the other unions 
which have already reached 
settlements with the city agreed 
to no-strike pledges and that 
the crafts were using it as a 
false issue to cover up their 
real demands. “The no-strike 
issue is just a red herring,” 
Molinari told me. “The crafts 
just don’t want to give any¬ 
thing up.” 

Red herring or not, the no¬ 
strike question has raised ser¬ 
ious questions within the labor 
movement and has jeopard¬ 
ized earlier agreements which 
the city had reached with other 
unions. Jack Crowley, secre¬ 
tary-treasurer of the SF Labor 
Council, told me, “Anyone 
signing a contract containing 
a no-strike pledge to the city 
is signing a yellow-dog con¬ 
tract [a somewhat hyperbolic 
reference to a contract, in 
which a worker agrees not to 
join a labor union].” 

Members of the SEIU strike 
committee picked up on Crow¬ 
ley s charge and claimed in a 
March 31 leaflet that SEIU 
“got a yellow-dog contract” 
in approving a settlement with 
the city on March 25 and “all 
previous settlements with SEIU- 
AFL-CIO unions are now in 
doubt.” 

If SEIU votes to strike March 
31, they will join the Muni 
drivers (Transport Workers Lo¬ 
cal 250), in supporting a strike

Helifire at Heliotrope (2/20/76): 
After we reported that Helio¬ 
trope had fired gay psychologist 
Barbara Arms and the Ex¬ 
aminer followed up on the 
story, all hell broke loose. Many 
stores dropped the catalog, 
some teachers quit, and some 
outraged gay activists cleared 
catalogs out from local stores 
and newsracks. 

The backlash resulted in a 
drastic drop in the number of 
Heliotrope students. For ex¬ 
ample, drawing teacher Sandra 
Slone, who taught three very 
successful weekly classes 
through Heliotrope, told us 
that her number of students 
had dropped from 40 to 14, 
and that Heliotrope now owes 
her $755 for back classes. She 
has quit teaching there. “It 
hurt 25 or 30 teachers who are 
innocent,” Slone explained. 
She’s now offering her course 
through the Guardian classi¬ 
fieds and trying to get in touch 
with other Heliotrope teachers. 

Darla Touchstone, Helio¬ 
trope’s office manager, ad¬ 
mitted Heliotrope was having 
trouble. “Your article certainly 
didn’t help,” she said. “With 
all the bad press, we got very 
close to going under.” Then, 
she says, Heliotrope got some 
publicity on the Kathryn Cros¬ 
by show and business started 
looking up again. Touchstone 
says that the office staff has 
been “sending out checks right 
and left” to pay off back debts 
to teachers, and claims she has 


paid Slone all but $200 of her 
back pay. 

“A lot of positive things 
have been happening,” says 
Touchstone. “We have a lot 
more positive classes, more 
Christian orientation classes 
and more strong energy.” 
—ICR. 

San Quentin Six trial (7/26/75): 
The San Quentin Six trial, 
which began March 25, 1975, 
is well on its way to becoming 
the longest criminal trial in 
California history. The Six, 
five prisoners and one former 
prisoner, face charges of con¬ 
spiracy, murder and assault 
stemming from the Aug. 21, 
1971, incident at San Quentin 
in which three guards and three 
prisoners were killed, including 
black prison leader George 
Jackson, 

During the year, a total of 
53 witnesses testified in 158 
days of trial. Jury selection 
occupied the first 3 Vs months, 
then the prosecution took 4 l A 
months to present 34 witnesses 
and 350 exhibits against the 
Six. Hugo Pinell, the only one 
of the Six to act as his own 
attorney, led off with his de¬ 
fense Jan. 5. Attorney Charles 
Garry began his defense of 
Black Panther Johnny Larry 
Spain March 5, but because 
a round of flu struck jurors, 
defendants and the prosecu¬ 
tor, only three witnesses have 
testified for Spain since then. 
The four remaining defendants 
have yet to put on their cases. 


mainly for political principle 
rather than for direct economic 
interest. Although the drivers’ 
contract is not due to be 
negotiated until July, they are 
faced with a charter amend¬ 
ment written by Sup. Kopp 
that will probably appear on 
the November ballot, which 
would take away many charter- 
mandated economic benefits 
in the same way Prop, B took 
away benefits from the crafts 
unions, “The city’s trying to 
eliminate the crafts,” Sam 
Walker, secretary-treasurer of 
the Transport Workers, told 
me. “As soon as they eliminate 
them, they’ll try to eliminate 
us.” 

The supervisors contend the 
city strike simply represents 
the petulant refusal of a few 
overpaid and greedy crafts 
unions to accept the will of 
the people and that there are 
no broader issues involved. 
“There is no issue of honor¬ 
ing picket lines or striking,” 
Sup. Kopp said in his March 30 
statement, “because public em¬ 
ployees do not have the right 
to strike.” 

But a large number of city 
workers feel there is a great 
deal more at stake. As Schach 
of the electricians’ union put 
it, “They’re trying to wreck 
all the unions. The handwriting 
is on the wall if the business¬ 
men and the city win this in a 
labor town like San Francisco.”

which are expected to occupy 
most of the summer. 

On March 25, 1976, first 
anniversary of the trial, a for¬ 
mer San Quentin guard named 
C. T. McCoy took the stand. 
McCoy said he saw George 
Jackson wearing a navy blue 
* watch cap pulled down snugly 
over his ears during his visit 
with attorney Stephen Bing¬ 
ham on Aug. 21, 1971. The 
prosecution alleges Jackson 
took a smuggled gun from 
Bingham, hit it under a wig, 
and returned to the Adjust¬ 
ment Center. Other guards who 
testified did not mention a cap, 
although Pinell, in his own 
description of events, did. (Also, 
one of the early news releases 
from prison personnel right 
after the incident claimed Jack- 
son wore a cap and hid the 
gun beneath it.) 

Unlike other guards who tes¬ 
tified, McCoy said he saw 
guards abusing prisoners after 
the incident, and reported the 
abuse to a senior officer. But 
McCoy, who is black, was re¬ 
buked for reporting the cruelty 
and was ordered away from 
the area where it took place. 

McCoy also said he had seen 
Adjustment Center prisoner 
Earl Gibson, who was then not 
injured, brought in for inter¬ 
rogation by prison officials. 
Later in the night, he was 
summoned to the prison hospi¬ 
tal to sit with Gibson who, 
McCoy said, “had gashes all 
over. He had been beaten real 
bad. He was unconscious with 
handcuffs and shackles, mumb¬ 
ling.” 

McCoy faces cross examina¬ 
tion when the trial resumes 
April 1.

Guardian bureau 
burglarized 

Sometime during the night of 
March 27, someone broke into 
the Bay Guardian's East Bay 
Bureau, 491 65th Street* Oak¬ 
land, The “burglars” ignored 
two typewriters, an electric 
clock-radio and other saleable 
items of value, and instead 
rifled confidential papers re- 
lating to US intelligence opera- 


tions and local political inves¬ 
tigations, and private telephone 
listings which included the 
numbers of many activists and 
East Bay political figures. 

The “burglars” used a master 
key or lock pick to open the 
outer door of the Guardian 
office, then jerked the inner 
office door open to gain access 
to the files and papers inside, 
tearing the lock apart in the 
process,

Ed Koupal, founder and motive 
force behind People’s Lobby and Propo¬ 
sition Nine, and one of the key backers 
of the Nuclear Initiative in California, 
died March 29 of intestinal cancer. 
Koupal's death is a blow to the 
Nuclear Initiative campaign: People’s 
Lobby was one of the critical or* 
ganizations supporting the measure, 
and there is a good chance the group 
will fragment without his personal 
leadership. 

According to sources within the 
group, Koupal had been gravely ill 
for some time, but the nature of his 
sickness and the seriousness of his 
condition were closely guarded secrets. 
Koupal's allies feared if word of his 
illness leaked out, it would drastically 
undermine the Nuclear Initiative cam* 
paign by drying up sources of financial 
support. Public utilities and corporate 
heavies are expected to spend millions 
to defeat the measure. Without Koupal 
as a fund-raiser, the Nuclear Initiative 
will be hard put to match their cam¬ 
paign dollars , . , *No extradition, 
drop the charges,” will be the chant 
for a "March for Survival" in support 
of American Indian Movement leader 
Dennis Banks on April 3, The march 
will form at 11 am at 25th St. and Har¬ 
rison, SF, and proceed to Civic Center 
plaza for a 1 pm rally.

An inside look at Francis Ford Coppola’s million-dollar media plunge 



After Warren Hinckle took over as editor ; 
the magazine zigged wildly between ‘Sunset 7 
and ‘The National Enquirer. 7

O ne evening late last June, 30 
staffers of City of San Francisco 
cut short a day of frantic work 
on the first issue of the reorganized 
magazine and left for buffet dinner 
with the publisher, Francis Ford Cop¬ 
pola. it was the first time many of 
them had seen the director, and there 
was excited talk in the cars cutting 
through the Broadway tunnel for his 
Pacific Heights mansion; only a few 
staff members had survived the purge 
of the old 8 Vi x 11 biweekly, and all 
anyone on editor Michael Parrish's 
new staff knew about Coppola was that 
he made the Godfather pictures and 
had fired the previous crew at the 
magazine for something called "we- 
ism." 

From the dining room, City's writers 
and artists looked out on the indigo- 
blue pool steaming in the cooling 
evening, made sandwiches and poured 
themselves wine, wandered into the 
cavernous den to look at the Academy 
Awards in their case. Elite Coppola, 
Francis's wife, worked with a maid 
in the big blonde kitchen, and Coppola 
himself sat in the middle of the long 
dinner table like Christ as the Last 
Supper, talking to Parrish. The new 
editor talked about the "down" style 
he had planned* He wanted to main¬ 
tain a certain classic look to the maga¬ 
zine, and the order had gone out for 
a New York Times stylebook and a 
leather-bound copy of Webster's Third 
International. 

The wine flowed, and after every¬ 
one had eaten, associate publisher 
Patricia Favonetti, who had started 
with the old City as bookkeeper, called 
the staff together around the big table 
and went around introducing everyone 
by name and function. With vinous 
grins all around, the director made a 
short speech, and then said that his 
high school drama dub had had a lucky 
cheer with the casts of his various 
movies and would like his new people 
to join hands with him around the 
table and chant it. 

And so everyone held hands, grinned 
with goofy camaraderie that in weeks 
would be grimmer by far, and shouted 
"Pawaba” with Francis Ford Coppola 
for the success of the new City of San 
Francisco. 

Few of the people around the table 
would be left at Christmas to receive 
Francis's Christmas presents — watches 
whose faces showed the puppy that 
once decorated his childhood mush 
bowl. Those few who did would have 
had an experience. 

Art was about to go through every 
change in search of profit, 

he cover of City's Dec, 2 issue, 
five months after the buffet dinner, 
showed Coppola posing with Fidel 
Castro in Cuba: in the foreground 
stands Coppola, radiant smile, bear¬ 
like head — in the background Fide! 
stares into the camera with the doleful 
look of a man convinced that someday 
someone will aim a camera at him and 
then shoot him in the stomach. 

Staffers at City who worked on the 
issue were interested to read what Cop¬ 
pola thought about his own workers. 
In the interview with Robert ~Seheer,

the director rhapsodizes on socialism 
at work, and tells of laying awake 
nights thinking of what he himself 
might do back in the United States: 

Scheer: "What kinds of possibilities 
did you think about?" 

Coppola: "Well, I thought of social¬ 
izing my companies and then I de¬ 
cided, knowing the state of my com¬ 
panies, that I couldn't do that to the 
people who work there,” 

ut beyond such tenderness, no one 
at City knew what Coppola thought 
of conditions at his magazine — 
of the evenings of wild chaos, exhausted 
staffers leaning on the walls amid the 
maniacal ringings of his misbegotten 
private telephone system, the whole use¬ 
less enterprise hanging on the maso¬ 
chism of underpaid art and copy flunk¬ 
ies working double and triple work 
weeks. 

He showed up rarely at the magazine, 
and then only in the evenings, wear¬ 
ing his favored mustard-brown wide- 
wale corduroy suit, and could be seen 
standing at the big center table in the 
art department shuffling through the 
week's flats* One evening, as he sat 
slumped in the reception room, a copy- 
reader trying to snag some friends 
to go out for a drink mentioned to 
the publisher how hard it was to get 
them to knock off for a few minutes* 

Coppola shrugged. "They're work¬ 
aholics,” he said. “It's all a family 
substitute*” 

As with Army officers of august 
rank, Coppola and his eminent guests 
seemed far more interested in details 
of equipment and interior decoration 
— in such matters as knocking out 
wails — than in things like editorial 
policy. He was fascinated by the new 
typesetting units; one morning soon 
after the computer had been installed, 
the typesetters came in to find the 
display screen covered with the tiny 
neon champagne-glass symbols that 
signified a blown program — someone 
had been playing with the keyboard. 

He spent $10,000 on decorating 
and equipping the art department 


with built-in furniture and baby spot¬ 
lights. Telephone repairmen haunted 
the offices trying to get the phones 
to work, A crew of painters spent 
days tracing a huge pencil up the walls 
of the staircase. Carpenters and elec¬ 
tricians from the Coppola Company 
were always in the building seeing 
that every least physical detail was 
looked to* 

But none of the below-the-stairs staff 
ever knew what the publisher thought 
of matters other than interior decora¬ 
tion, of the wholesale disorganization 
in his venture, of the musical-chairs 
staffing, the abolition of the masthead, 
the insane and expensive abuse of 
deadlines* It was rumored that the 
man was unusually interested in the 
Listings section of the magazine, but 
no one ever heard, in his tours, what 
substantially it was that he wanted 
in the magazine that, after Warren 
Hinckle took over as editor, zigged 
wildly between Sunset Magazine and 
National Enquirer. He had been heard 
to say, standing with Hinckle and look¬ 
ing at flats one deadline night, "Let's 
do something to piss off Herb Caen,” 
but that was hardly broad editorial 
policy, 

he idea of the new City had evi¬ 
dently been to launch a magazine 
with a few hotshot artists and edi¬ 
tors whose names along with publisher 
Coppola's might titillate advertisers 
(Hinckle, in his "Absolutely The Last 
Memo!" distributed to the staff, defined 
his own role as he who would “disrupt 
the system on production weekends 
and sell ads")* The chiefs could throw 
together an * energetic crew on the 
absolute, cheap, put as much investment 
capital into hockable equipment as 
possible, all with an eye to the tax 
man and possible liquidation. 

What was happening at City ; apart 
from surface chaos, was the evolution 
of a wildcat publishing operation, 
with variations worked due to new 
printing technology: City was, after its 
first four weeks of resurrection, no 
longer paying up to $7,000 a week 


for hot-lead typesetting — Coppola had 
bought a $45,000 photo-typesetter* So 
there would be no more lip from the 
linotypists who once dictated a base¬ 
line of editorial sanity simply by charg¬ 
ing 60 c a line for editorial changes, 
keeping union hours unless paid union 
overtime and otherwise acting uppity. 

There was to be no more of that, 
for though multi-millionaire Coppola 
and his editors were true-blue liberals. 
City's operation was most definitely 
and emphatically nonunion, no matter 
Fidel Castro and the sweetness of the 
Cuban social condition. The maga¬ 
zine's senior typesetter kept a sleep¬ 
ing bag under his desk — he est mated 
that in the first six months of the maga¬ 
zine's life, he had volunteered over 
700 hours of his own time. 

The night Coppola was reportedly 
at a blue-plate Moscone-for-Mayor bene¬ 
fit, three members of the copy depart¬ 
ment got together over coffee and 
figured that they had collectively 
worked 250 hours so far that week — 
with no overtime from their socially- 
conscious publisher* One paste-up artist 
had to deal with the Waterfall Pheno¬ 
menon — after his third or fourth 
sleepless night every week, he began to 
suffer the optical illusion that galleys 
of type were continually streaming 
off the edge of his layout table, just 
at the edge of vision. Several artists 
regularly put in over 110 hours a week 
each. 

What was happening, over months, 
was a kind of human strip-mining: 
two copy editors, both more than com¬ 
petent, wore out and quit. They came 
in with the air of brisk efficiency 
and left within weeks, exhausted by 
the atmosphere of deliberate anarchy. 
One fled to New Jersey, the other later 
mailed a postcard from somewhere 
in the Near East, They were suc¬ 
ceeded by a man who had worked 
with Hinckle before, and who knew him 
well enough to approach him not with 
any attempt to control, but with the at¬ 
tention to rebounds, deflections and 
steerings of a bullfighter or jai-alai 
player* 

roduction managers were another 
frivolity — apparently ranking in 
importance somewhere below the 
$70,000 private phone system and the 
colored baby spotlights in the ceiling: 
after wearing out four production man¬ 
agers, the magazine simply ceased hir¬ 
ing replacements and threw the job of 
dragging together the editorial end of 
the book to the copy department and 
whatever anxious slave happened to be 
next in line for a job — any job — at 
City , Francis Ford Coppola’s famous 
new magazine. 

The economics came down in relation 
to an explanation given at one of the 
rare staff meetings: City was costing 
in the neighborhood of $30,000 a 
week to produce, and revenue from 
all sources amounted to only about 
$15,000. The word was that Coppola 
wouldn't be crushed to lose about 
$7,000 a week, but that somehow the 
staff had to dose the gap between 
the $22,000 a week (revenue + accept¬ 
able loss) and its $30,000 cost. 

It was against the background of 
this explanation, and ultimatum, that 
the staff saw such unnecessary' ex¬ 
penses as a color cover pulled and 
changed at the last minute, or radical 
changes made at the point when pro¬ 
duction was already wildly and ex¬ 
pensively short of schedule* 

Time and again, layout artists, copy 
people, the in-house typesetters would 
find themselves drifting up and down 
the long submarine corridor on the 
third floor of the magazine's officers 
on Friday evening — the last deadline 
continued next page

sometime early Monday morning—and nothing 
to work on, no copy, obviously heading for 
another desperate, soul-wearing marathon 48 
hours ahead. People muttered “where is he?** 
“Pawaba,” “that fat idiot” to one another, 
phoned home to make excuses for another blown 
weekend. 

By Monday morning (or Tuesday, at insane 
expense), another issue would be done; dawn 
would break, the artists would snarl as proof¬ 
readers tried to make changes on top of changes, 
and as the sun came up on Pacific Avenue 
after another marathon production, a weird 
song would begin in the art room. Someone 
would begin humming, another would whistle, 
someone else mutter scat, and for 20 minutes 
the room would fill with the strange atonal 
wailing, whistling, moaning of layout artists 
hunched over their boards, everyone too ex¬ 
hausted to smile or talk, all singing a sliding, 
goofy song of people who have been through 
a great deal of senseless crap together. 

And then someone would begin stuffing flats 
into the big envelopes, and it would be time 
to go to the printer at last, and the lucky staffers 
would get a day off. 

There was a certain wacky intoxication to 
the thing; what maddened those who were liv¬ 
ing like .monks and working like dogs to get 
the thing out was the lack of decent pay, and 
City was not one of those struggling journals 
of conscience, or art, whose editor or publisher 
would postpone an appendectomy to squeeze 
out one last issue, nor was it a soulful aggre¬ 
gation of communards, sharing all, owning 
all, risking all together. 

G uiding City through this explosive experi¬ 
ment in journalism was the editor who 
could {1) chortle gleefully as a competing 
newsweekly, the Guardian „■ underwent a union¬ 
izing drive, (2) cheer on the pitifully underpaid 
cops and firemen toward their $ 1 75-a-month 
raise, anti (3) play Three Monkeys as editor of a 
magazine that had rather elastic overtime pay 
policies, offered virtually no medical or dental 
benefits, never got around to scheduling vaca¬ 
tions for staff, required killing work hours as 
condition of employment, and in six months 
wore out and canned virtually its entire edi¬ 
torial and production staffs. As Hinckle put it 
in his autobiographical // You Have A Lemon , 
Make Lemonade T referring to his days as editor 
of Ramparts , “It was all one big rush, and 
some people'got trampled in the process. ’ It 
R was a trampling he would have protested with 
stentorian unction if it had occurred elsewhere. 

The only possible explanation for the dis¬ 
crepancy between principles and practice — 
the sort of hypocrisy Warren Hinckle is ac¬ 
customed to delightedly anatomize for readers 
— was that in the case of the raises for cops, 
firemen, street sweepers, it was the taxpayer 
who was being soaked. In City s case, however, 
it was a poor multimillionaire with a stone- 
cold eve to capital appreciation who would 
have had to pay* 

And there is no doubt that the Godfather 
is a tougher-minded angel than Ed Keating, 
the Ramparts investor who sold his last shop¬ 
ping center to keep the ex-Catholic magazine 
afloat when Hinckle was its editor. Behind every' 
barroom discussion of the low wages and ab¬ 
sent benefits at City was the suspicion that 
any lip from the staff, perhaps even from 
Hinckle, and Coppola — trembling though he 
might be for social justice in Cuba and every¬ 
where else — might fold the whole operation 
in a fit of directorial pique. 

It was money that insured the strange at¬ 
mosphere — an excess of money that paradoxi¬ 
cally explained the weird cheapness, the battle 
between editor and associate publisher. 

Word got out among freelancers that City 
was slow and tight with money, and during a 
certain period when the top floor was in a state 
of snarling anarchy, the accounting system 
for incoming submissions disappeared com¬ 
pletely, and it was not uncommon for staff 
people to be confronted at the front door by 
furious freelancers speaking through clenched 
teeth about “professional courtesy." 

There was the episode in which Bill Cardoso, 
the sports writer who did a number of World 
Series articles for the magazine, kidnapped the 
staff car after being caught in some whipsaw 
between promise and payment. Nino Tosi, for 
a precarious time City's managing editor (in 
unhappy partnership with Hinckle), had to 
extract the money and a written promise not 
to prosecute from associate publisher Patricia 
Pavonetti before Cardoso would consent to an 
exchange in a neutral zone. 
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It was part of Hinckle’s operating procedure 
to rotate sprightly personalities through the 
magazine on a kind of Queen for a Day basis 
— giving them free hand with staff and facilities, 
allowing them to rearrange desks, announce 
wild and grand reorganizations, make idiotic 
demands on the jumpy and paranoid regular 
staff and generally stir the stew. 

What made it possible to slip these ringers in 
so easily was that there was no structure to 
the magazine staff — Hinckle had abolished 
titles with a memo proclaiming; “There are no 
more editorial titles. People will be known in- 
house bv what they do; you are what you eat, 
as in you are w hat you work," 

This coyness about masthead order and hier¬ 
archy seemed to be the only substantive point 
on which Pavonetti and Hinckle agreed. The 
cynical explanation w'as that each felt confident 
of guerrilla maneuvering in muddy waters; an¬ 
other explanation is that the continual putsches 
at the magazine were less alarming to adver¬ 
tisers and less generally embarrassing when 
it could be announced that “X has left City 
. „ T rather than: “X, City's sixth assistant 


managing editor in four months . . , The 
third unflattering and wholly credible reason 
is that neither editor nor publisher knew’ his 
or her ass from a hot-cross bun about staffing, 
scheduling or any other merely executive mat¬ 
ter and didn't feel like parceling out power 
to anyone who did. 

So Hinckles guest operatives slipped right into 
the milling throng, though almost wholly ig¬ 
norant of the industrial aspects of putting out 
a magazine. Though they didn't know a pica 
from a pogo stick and w^ere blind to the im¬ 
plications of submitting dirty or unverified or 
late copy, they tended to be blithely confi¬ 
dent that for them something could be worked 
out; 

W ith the arrival of Susan Berman, who 
wrote “Why Women Can't Get Laid in 
San Francisco” for Hinckle s first issue. 
City staffers were introduced to the first in a 
series of guest personages. Hinckle, in his “Ab¬ 
solutely The Last Memo,” identified her as “as¬ 
sociate editor (like Tom Wicker on the N. Y. 
Times)," 


Berman was no trembling rose. She often 
arrived at the magazine with an entourage, 
and headed for the editorial offices at the rear 
of the building sweeping down the narrow cor¬ 
ridor like a bottle brush. She often left her dog, 
which she tied to the desk of one of the dar¬ 
ling copy boys after filling a paper cup of water 
for it; as soon as she was out the door, the dar¬ 
ling dog tipped the water over onto the rug 
and began the hours of insane yipping that, 
among other endearing habits, so moved the 
staff in its passion for Susan Berman. 

Before Michael Parrish was trashed as editor, 
she had attempted to vamp him, and reported 
his refusal in her “Laid” article. She was not a 
happy woman to cross. White-faced with anger, 
she once cornered a copvreader who, punchy 
with sleeplessness, had forgotten she was in the 
building and impiously yelled across the room 
for “that fucking Berman piece,” 

She left the magazine after lengthy operatic 
scenes involving Nino Tosi, then more-or-Iess

managing editor, Judith Freeman, Back-of-the- 
Book editor, and Hinckle, 

The next visitation was a Trotskyite poet 
from Chicago whom it amused Hinckle to depu¬ 
tize with vague powers and turn loose on the 
staff; under his sponsorship, the offices filled 
with North Beach characters exultant over 
this manifestation of the Revolution, with its 
wealth of clerical supplies. The xerox machine 
began duplicating unpublished novels, unpub¬ 
lished short stones, unpublished plays. During 
a staff meeting, the Trotskyite informed Pavonetti 
that a new Xerox Model 7000 would more 
perfectly serve the various needs of the Revo¬ 
lution, 

T o clarify the situation for the sullen neuro 
tics around the office who were fixated on 
getting out a magazine, the man typed up 
a cast of equivalent personalities and posted 
it, listing himself as analog to Trotsky;

Sometime after this, the man show-ed up 
in the art department, hoarsely accusing one 
and all of obstructionism and every other mortal 
offense, and threatening to clean up the place 
by bringing in “a dozen tough Jews with base* 
ball bats/* 

Around Christmas, Coppola put it to Hinckle 
that they fold the thing, and Hinckle said he'd 
stick it through — either out of pride, or be¬ 
cause he couldn't afford to have another periodi¬ 
cal puff up and die under him, or because he 
had an idea that City could eventually be some¬ 
thing other than an advertising glossy with 
acerbic side-touches. 

For economy, a lot of the expensive color 
came out of the magazine: from now on it 
would be four-color on the cover, two-color 
through the book. The magazine had always 
preferred spending its money on graphics and 
furniture — Hinckle had once had Harold Norse 
try to get a piece from William Burroughs for 
5500 — but now City was in the grip of the 
classic publishing double-bind: so often had 
Coppola been warned of Hinckle-the-vampire- 
to-miliionaires, and so fed up had the continually 
rotating staff become at ratty last-minute scram¬ 
bling, so spare had the budget become for outside 
writing, that the magazine began to strangle* 
And the more it strangled, the more writing 
had to be Hinckle s own stuff and relatively 
cheap service pieces. 

The bottom line was that, in a w-eird glossy 
sense. City was bush, and it showed. For all 


its $45,000 ne-plus-ultra photo-typesetter and 
baby spotlights and extensive remodeling, the 
magazine was old fashioned — “cudousiv . . , 
more of the late Sixties than the time we live 
in now/ 1 

The guiding impulse at the magazine was 
still shoot-from-the-hip, make-a-splash gonzo 
jou rn a 1 i sm, by pe, gl oss. 

A measure of City's dedication to the city’, 
to the concept of a magazine of, by and for 
San Franciscans, is that, until dismissed as 
too risky for the moment, the hot plot at the 
magazine was to go national. Each week's flats 
were to be airfreighted to New York, the center 
of the universe, where a separate staff would 
put together a monthly from the best of the 
weekly issues. The magazine's idea of proclaim¬ 
ing its worth was to run house ads boasting 
that copies were being scalped in Greenwich 
Village for $25 to $50, However desperate 
the hunger for making it nationally, though, 
the magazine consistently ignored the only 
broad local issue of any national interest — 
the greening of the city — in its fixation with 
Going Bigtime. 

There was never a particle of concrete dar¬ 
ing at City's examination of the city; Hinckle 
invited Herb Caen to join the magazine in a 
campaign to remove or renovate the papier 
mache rocks near Seal Rock — “Let’s make it a 
crusade" — and this was the limit. The sort of 
connected, articulated editorial writing that 
went beyond anecdote and high con was rare, 
and nowhere in the pages of City was there 
any hint that the editors did not believe Porsches 
would still be cruising the Playboy Club in 
1990, and rubiose San Franciscans engaging 
in the most manly, human, and outright revo¬ 
lutionary activity’ — drinking — and the dark 
side of the city pounding on in its immemorial 
“Front Page” tradition. 

Hinckle's friend “Artist Hobbs” drew laugh¬ 
able diagrams of houses of the future in one 
issue devoted to supposed counter-culture hous¬ 
ing; City ran a joke feature on the ideal city 
car, the car of the future, and another on Rube 
Goldberg variations on the bicycle, but it seemed 
that all the probable futures for San Francisco 
made the magazine nervous, or bored, or irate. 
San Francisco was the place for a good meal, 
some good drinks, for observing the politicians 
who are, as an article of faith, fools and cheats. 
A magazine was for tossing out musty con¬ 
spiracy theories and titillating readers with 
whatever kinky item turned up by deadline, 
and to hell with this tedious business of hick 
neighborhoods and utility rate hikes and the 
leasing of municipal garages. The jittery and 
one-sided feud with Caen went on, and went 
on because for all his supposed bourgeois skew 
he was City's precise competitor. 

City never met the issue of what San Fran¬ 
ciscans, good liberals all, were to do besides 
mourn JFK and drink one more and laugh 
about how hippies get herpes — the question 
of what has to be done about a city that is going 
to have to change radically, presumably in¬ 
formed by its press, or turn into a 1980 jungle 
of cabbies, derelicts and double-knit shysters 
steering zoning variances through City Hall. 
It failed to supply what is needed — some of 
the less glossy’ chores of journalism and a little 
less of the masturbatory idiocy about media 
personalities, old assassinations and the sort 
of ward-heeling politics that would be extinct, 
for all its boozy foot-on-the-rail nostalgia, if 
San Francisco had a few more unglamorous 
journalists. 

W hat was happening was an object lesson: 
the people of San Francisco were wit¬ 
nessing, and causing, the success of a 
new kind of journalism and the failure of an old. 
Successful publications assumed San Franciscans 
would buy and read pedestrian prose on dull, 
vital issues, the whole predicated on the hope that 
people could stil! do something about their city. 

In a backwards way, Coppola had been right 
when he said, in the first issue of the new City ; 
that " 'things' were possible here; 'things' had 
started here that influenced the country,” But 
a magazine flogged out as glossy product, a 
dinosaur of frivolity, endless bloviation and the 
sort of callous chutzpah that used to automati¬ 
cally make money is not one of those “things,” 
City as it willy-nilly mutated was an ana¬ 
chronism of the time when someone with money 
could either build a couple of apartment houses 
or start a magazine per formula, of the time 
when gas was 35c a gallon, of the time when 
all the liberal young men were scrambling 
like bastards for medical deferments and LB] 
was showing his scar and lifting bassets by the 
ears.

Beyond Kung Fu and the Frito Bandito

bey don't expect to win 
any Oscars. They're not 
going to cause Francis 
Ford Coppola to lose any sleep 
over box office receipts, Johnny 
Carson will probably never 
invite them to appear on the 
Tonight Show. But a small 
number of Bay Area film- 
makers, Third World and 
white, are responding to the 
needs of politically aware 
Asian-American, black, Chi- 
cano and white audiences who 
find it increasingly difficult to 
relate to the mainstream images 
of the American filmmaking 
establishment. These audiences 
are looking for new, positive 
representations of their lives 
and struggles, not warmed-over 
presentations of Kung Fu, Step- 
in Fetchit or the Frito Bandito. 

These filmmakers are ima¬ 
ginative, dedicated to their 
work and struggling to find the 
necessary' resources to create 
new images in the form of film, 
which is an expensive under¬ 
taking in terms of both money 
and personal commitment. If 
movies are, as one academic 
definition has it, attempts to 
make the dramatic real, the 
social/political films discussed 
here might be called attempts 
to make the real dramatic. 
Here are four examples, 

Curtiss Choy and Chris Chow 

Curtiss Choy and Chris 
Chow know Chinatown. Not 
the Chinatown of Grant Ave¬ 
nue, but the Chinatown of 
Dupont Guy, which means 
Dupont Street in Cantonese. 
It's the original name of China¬ 
town s main drag, changed by 
the city fathers to Grant Ave¬ 
nue after the 1906 earthquake. 
The people of Grant Avenue 
who stayed still call it Dupont 
Guy, 

Dupont Guy is also the name 
of a film produced and dis¬ 
tributed by Chonk Moonhunter 


Productions. Chonk is the term 
Choy and Chow use to de¬ 
scribe that which is Chinese- 
American as opposed to that 
which is Chinese — a distinc¬ 
tion that white America is often 
reluctant to make. Moonhunter 
comes from the tale of the Iron 
Moonhunter, a legendary rail¬ 
road that Chinese laborers built 
out of scrap iron and steel 
from the transcontinental rail¬ 
road. Their Film, Dupont Guy , 
is an exploration of the Chonk 
culture that lies beneath the 
surface of the Grant Avenue 
glitter. 

Choy and Chow are the over¬ 
seers of Chonk Moonhunter 
Productions. Both have back¬ 
grounds in the media. Choy 
was formerly a news camera¬ 
man who once roamed the 
streets of San Francisco with a 
news team from New York's 
WNEW in search of the Zebra 
killers. Chow had the distinc¬ 
tion of being the first Asian- 
American news reporter hired 
by a major San Francisco 
television station (KPIX), Now 
they work together, focusing on 
a new set of images, Chonk 
images. 

“Most white Americans don't 
recognize a group of people 
known as Asian-Americans/* 
says Chow, “They recognize 
Orientals or China-Chinese. 
Furthermore, they don't see 
Asian-Americans as oppressed' 
people in the same way they 
see Chicanos or blacks as op¬ 
pressed people.” 

Choy adds, “We want to 
challenge those images and 
values which subjugate Asian 
America. The political and 
business interests in Chinatown, 
however, want to keep the old 
values and stereotypes because 
it's comfortable, because it 
keeps the tourists coming to 
Chinatown,** 

Dupont Guy is subtitled ‘The 
Schiz of Grant Avenue." Ac¬ 
cording to the filmmakers. 



schizophrenia is the modus 
operandi of much of Chinese- 
American culture. On one 
hand, Chinese-Americans have 
to deal with the images of 
Charlie Chan and Suzie Wong 
served up by the prevailing 
white culture. On the other 
hand, every Chonk carries a- 
round another set of images 
from birth. These images are 
the type that find their expres¬ 
sion in the work of Choy and 
Chow: images of the past, of 
the immigrant laborers coming 
into the city via Angel Island 
headed for the gold camps or 
the railroad hiring halls, of 
scores of Chinese working men 
wandering through the early 
Chinatown ghetto, alone and 
disenfranchised because US Im¬ 
migration thought it best to 
keep their wives and families 
out 

We also see images of the 
present in Dupont Guy , A 
Chinatown kid living in a 
Chinatown housing project 
talks about owning cars and 
stereos and making it: “Like 
you know, kiss up to them, 
see.** And always images of 
the old people, those scores who 
represent the real history of 
Chinatown,

Film, for Choy and Chow, 
is a way of documenting the 
hidden Chinatown. “History 
books are just abstractions," 
Choy explains. “We want to 
find people who have stories 
to tell. We want to appreciate 
our old people before they 
die. For Chinese-Americans to 
understand their history is for 
them to understand the reality 
of America, Let's face it, 
Flower Drum Song has nothing 
to do with reality/* 

Francisco X. Camplis 

“I was very awakened by 
the films coming out of Cuba 
and Latin America/* says Fran¬ 
cisco X. Camp! is. “Their tech¬ 
niques and way of telling stories 
are very familiar to me as a 
Latino/* 

Camplis was bom and raised 
. in San Francisco. ‘Tve only 
been to Mexico once/* he con¬ 
fides. But as a 41-year-old 
Mexican-American, Francisco 
feels quite apart from the main¬ 
stream “Anglo” culture. His 
identification both as a person 
and as a filmmaker is with 
his community. La Raza, As a 
filmmaker, he wishes most of 
all to communicate with these 
people. 

In his film Los Desarraiga- 
dos /The Uprooted**), Camplis 
chronicles the life of a Chicano 
woman factory worker. It is a 
vignette about the working 
conditions and lifestyles of Chi¬ 
cano laborers. It is also the 
story of a raid that US Im¬ 
migration officials make on 
the factory. The work is fiction, 
but as Camplis points out, it's 
“very real.” 

“People in our community 
live under constant threat of 
deportation,** he says. “It tears 
right into the guts of our family 
and social life.” 

Unlike Dupont Guy , Los De $- 
arraigados is a dramatic film, 
not a documentary, but in 
many ways it tries to do the 
same thing: construct a new 
set of images for the Latino 
community to respond to. Not 
the images of “Viva Zapata** 
or “Pepe/* but images of the 
daily struggles of a people

forced to live in fear on land 
their ancestors settled, only to 
be forced to capitulate that 
land as soon as Uncle Sam 
realized the value of Pacifc 
ports. As Camplis points out, 
“California and the Southwest 
were — and to many still are 
— part of Mexico.” 

Besides making dramatic 
pieces, Camplis would like to 
make films about various as¬ 
pects of Mexican and Native 
American culture and history. 
One possibility he mentions 
is a film about pre-Columbian 
history. Such films, he says, 
“would expand the dimen¬ 
sions” of his consciousness and 
that of his community, 

Camplis is now working on 
an advanced degree in film at 
Stanford, He also works at an 
office job in San Francisco 
to support his family in Daly 
City. Like most Third World 
filmmakers, he has to pay all 
the costs of producing and 
distributing his films. 

Resolution Films: 

Redevelopment: A Marxist 
Analysis , by Resolution Films, 
is not the product of one per¬ 
son, or even two, but rather 
the work of scores of people, 
common people with a com¬ 
mon vision: the right to com¬ 
munity self-determination. 

In a publicity release. Resolu¬ 
tion describes the film as “the 
result of a three year collabora¬ 
tion between the Resolution 
Film Group and a number of 
community groups struggling 
to save their homes and neigh¬ 
borhoods from ‘urban renewal/ 
In San Francisco, as in most 
other cities, 'urban renewal* 
means destroying minority and 
working-class neighborhoods 
,and building lucrative luxury 
developments, and as usual, the 
key government people have 
been bought and paid for by 
the big developers.” 

One unique thing about Re- 
development is the way it was 
made. Instead of having one 
small group of people roam 
around the city doing all the 
shooting, teams of community 
sympathizers trained by the 
Resolution Film Group filmed 
the segments relevant to their 
own neighborhoods. One of the 
highlights for me in the movie 
was an interview with Mayor 
Alioto on a BART train. 
“You're too pretty to be a 
socialist/* he told the woman 
interviewer. 

Resolution Films operates as 
a working collective. “We have 
no stars here/’ one member 
noted. Operating out of a small 
studio on Natoma Street, Reso¬ 
lution is a group of men and 
women, white and Third World 
people, who see themselves as 
“cultural workers** dedicated 
to analyzing and informing 
the American people about the 
realities of corporate capitalism 
and the effects of the existing 
economic system on minority 
and working-class people. 

Resolution Films started in 
1972 as an outgrowth of Ameri¬ 
can Documentary Films, a dis¬ 
tributor of radical documen¬ 
taries that flourished in the 
late Sixties. Resolution func¬ 
tions as a collective using

pooled resources and talent, with a little help 
from places like the Vanguard Foundation. It 
employs video tape extensively as well as Film 
(almost all of Redevelopment is a kine — film 
shot off a television monitor thaFs playing 
preproduced video tapes). Distribution is handled 
by Newsreel, which is actually a sister company 
to Resolution, since their personnel tend to 
overlap. Resolution is planning films on unem¬ 
ployment and multi-national corporations. 

Will Roberts and Josh Hanig 

The American film industry has long been a 
major instrument in creating images and atti¬ 
tudes that have reappeared in the cultural life 
of the people. Whether it's in the form of a hair¬ 
style, a particular way to hold a cigarette, a 
racial stereotype or the right way to handle 
a "broad/' these images foster attitudes and 
suggest patterns of behavior. Perhaps the most 
recalcitrant of these images is that of the ""Real 
Man/' an image of blood and guts and sperm 
and muscle, of never feeling, never trusting 
and by all means never emoting except in violent 
rages or drunken hilarity. 


However, this media package has another side, 
namely the world of real men — men who work, 
create, succeed and fail. Its a fragile world 
of real feelings and honest searching, and two 
young filmmakers. Will Roberts and josh Hanig, 
have tried to illuminate it in their film Men's 
Lives , 

* 4 We wanted to do this film because the wom¬ 
en’s movement had made conditions ripe for 
a film about men," says Hanig. "The other 
side of the coin hadn’t been explored at all,” 

As they see it, the concept of "masculinity" 
has as many political and social implications 
as psychosexual ones. As Roberts points out, 
"We are first and foremost political film¬ 
makers, and it would be pretty difficult to 
separate our politics from what you might 
call our art." 

Hanig and Roberts are currently in the pro¬ 
cess of establishing themselves in the Bay Area. 
They’re originally from the Midwest, where 
Men's Lives was shot, and both are communica¬ 
tions graduates from Antioch College in Ohio. 
As they see their work, they are creating “or¬ 
ganizing tools" for groups and individuals 
to use as focal points for discussion and action. 
They have voluntarily removed themselves 
from the filmmaking establishment and thus 
share the same problems as the Choy and Chow, 
Camplis and the rest: where to get money and 
how to distribute their films. They consider 
themselves fortunate to belong to a distribution 
cooperative called New Day Films, which was 
founded in 1972 by a group of feminist film 
makers on the East Coast. New Day is unique 
in the film distribution world in that it takes 
no money from the filmmakers, running -in¬ 
stead on only the efforts of its members. On 
the problem of finding money to make films. 
Will offers one observation: "You have to learn 
to live with debts.* f □

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Surf Theatre: 
15 years on

oody Allen once described revival 
houses — or, as they are sometimes 
called, art houses— as “little, tiny 
theatres where they just show foreign movies, 
and they display paintings in the lobby, and they 
serve pre-Columbian coffee, and all the ushers 
are there on Fulbrights — you know, to study* 
When I was a kid/ 1 ' he adds, “we used to 
go to the movies on Saturday afternoon, and 
we'd follow the bouncing ball and sing ‘By the 
Sea' or 'Take Me Out to the Ball Game/ At 
the art movie theatres, you see a group of fanatic, 
hard-core intellectuals — bearded, silver-ear- 
rings, leotards — and they're watching the 
bouncing ball and singing Gregorian chants/' 
Art houses are by definition supposed to be 
devoted to art, to revivals of great films, the 
very opposite of those big commercial theaters 
where they play the hottest Hollywood trash 
just to pack ‘em in and move the popcorn. But 
revival theaters have to do business too, and 
this is a fact of life of which Mel Novikoff is 
very aware. 

Novikoff is owner of the Surf Theatre at 
46th Avenue and Irving in SF t the oldest and 
most successful revival house In the Bay Area, 
which on March 17 passed its 15th anniver¬ 
sary as a “repertory cinema" under Novikoff s 


- ip Item tiellquee^ 

management. Novikoff is so attuned to com¬ 
mercial considerations that he will not celebrate 
his theatre’s 15th anniversary until April 28; 
when Ingmar Bergman's new film. Face to 
Face, will open its “exclusive northern Califor¬ 
nia” engagement at the Surf. 

Novikoff got his introduction to revival cinema 
in the late Fifties by working at the Berkeley 
Cinema Guild and Studio on Telegraph Ave¬ 
nue, when he was a graduate student at UC. 
Pauline Kael worked there too, Novikoff reports, 
first removing gum from the bottoms of seats 
and later writing some enormously popular 
program notes* After trying unsuccessfully 
to open his own theater in Berkeley, Novikoff 
bought the Surf in San Francisco's Sunset district 

At the time, the Surf was a neighborhood 
theater in an ethnic neighborhood, and when 
Novikoff opened with the then voguish Soviet 
film. The Cranes Are Flying , and Eisenstein s 
classic Potemkin , he wasn't surprised when 
“a lot of Russians showed up/' 

In the beginning Novikoff played it safe* He 
ran programs that were guaranteed to draw in 
the older, ethnic audiences (mainly sentimental 
German and Russian films). These he mixed 
with second runs of recent art house hits like 
The Virgin Spring and certifiable classics like 
Children of Paradise. 

Younger audiences, though, were drawn to 
the films of the New Wave, which was then 
at its crest — Godard's Breathless , Resnais's 
Hiroshima , Mon Amour , Chabrols Les Bonnes

You oughta be in movies 

How to become an extra in San Francisco

t's you and the tube settled down for a long 
Thursday Night at the Movies. Robert Red- 
ford as the cinematic “Candidate" is address¬ 
ing a crowd gathered at the Hyatt Regency* 
The wide-angle lens pans across the enrapt 
audience. And there's your neighbor Charlie 
in the midst of some 500 other blinked-by, 
blurred bodies. 

How did Charlie get to join the ranks of 
movie extras — those “atmosphere people who 
dress the set/' as Jean Hughes, assistant execu¬ 
tive secretary of the Screen Extras Guild, de¬ 
scribes them? 

In San Francisco the chances of becoming 
an extra are neglible unless you belong to the 
Screen Extras Guild, Under the terms of the SEG 
contract, the first 75 persons in a union-made 
movie crowd scene must be registered union 
extras; after that the producer has the option 
to hire nonunion people: According to Hughes, 
seven major films were shot entirely or partially 
on location in SF during 1975. Of these, only 
one — “Farewell to Manzanar,” a made-for- 
TV production — required crowd scenes large 
enough to employ nonunion people. 

To become a registered union extra, Hughes 
explained, you must be registered with a recog¬ 
nized agent. In SF, the three SEG-affiliated 
agents are the Brebner Agency (1615 Polk, 
771-3488), the Demeter Agency (2087 Union, 
567-5226) and the Grimme Agency (41 Grant, 
392-9175)* (The first two, incidentally, are 
owned and operated by women,) 

“Agents are arms of the producers," Hughes 
said. “The agency is paid by the producer, 
and in return the producer expects the agency 
to maintain and supply a viable talent pool. 
For example, if the producer wants 40-year-old 
ladies, the agency has to have a sufficient num¬ 
ber of women in that category to fill the pro¬ 
ducer's needs,” 

Cliff Reed, head of casting at Grimme 
Agency, explained the process of registering 
with that agency, beginning with an appoint¬ 
ment: “At that time we ask the applicant to 
bring in any kind of photographs, including 
snaps and candids, he might have — we don't 
expect someone starting out in the business 
to have an extensive amount of professional 
photographs. From the photos we can figure 
out the person's age range and categorize him 
in an age bracket — say, 25 to 35* Then dur¬ 
ing the interview we put him on video tape 
to get a camera age. Print age is not necessarily 
the same as camera age/' 

At Grimme, the would-be extra is also given 
a voice-level test and interviewed about his 
acting experience — if any, “If we like what 
we see we put him in the registered file,” 
said Reed. “Then when we get a crowd scene 


casting call, we first go through the union file. 
If we still need people, we then go through 
the registered file,” 

The Brebner Agency handles the extra casting 
for “The Streets of San Francisco,” which con¬ 
stitutes “the bulk of extra work in the city/' 
according to Jean Hughes. Anne Brebner, the, 
bead of the agency, explained that once you've 
been used as an extra in a film you have 30 
days to join the union, after which you're guaran¬ 
teed $47.50 for each day you work. 

If you're a nonunion extra, your pay is likely 
to be a lot less — maybe just the privilege of 
seeing yourself flicker by on the big screen. 
When “The Entertainer,” a movie for TV, was 
filmed recently in Santa Cruz, hundreds of 
nonunion extras got complimentary passes to 
the amusement park where the scenes were 
shot* Other forms of compensation include 
passes to the picture when it's released or charit¬ 
able donations when clubs or organizations 
fill in as extras en masse.

However, it’s possible to make a fair amount 
of money as a movie extra if you are willing 
to let the audience see a lot more of you. Bill 
Boyer, script writer and public relations person 
for the Mitchell Brothers, said, “Most of the 
people that we pay, we expect a little sex or 
nudity out of them.” The Mitchell Brothers 
have been producing pomo films in SF since 
1969. Extras in their 1975 production of Sodom 
and Gomorrah were paid $75 a day* Leading 
roles (“We expect more sweat out of them,” 
said Boyer) received $300 a day* 

When the Brothers, who are nonunion, cast 
a film, they run ads in the daily and local college 
newspapers. Marilyn Chambers answered one 
of these ads and became the Ivory Snow 
queen of the shiver screen. Applicants are given 
forms to list their age, height, weight, chest, 
hips, hat size, glove size (“In case we need to 
get a costume/' Boyer explained). Then follows 
a checklist of pastimes they're willing to agree 
to: bisexual, anal, S & M, bondage, WS (“water 
sports”) and specialty (you fill in the blank 
on this one). Lots of ideas for out-of-the- 
ordinary sex scenes result from this last cate¬ 
gory, Boyer said. The interviewer then takes two 
Polaroid snapshots of the hardcore hopeful — 
one mug and one full-length frontal nude shot — 
and the camera decides. "Some people are star 
quality/' Boyer noted. “Some are extras,” ■

Femmes — and NovtkoffY audience began to 
shift, Novikoff becomes almost misty-eyed when 
he talks about changes in the Surfs clientele: 
how the audiences in the middle Sixties be¬ 
came "more political”; how the Surfs staff, 
mostly students from San Francisco State, moved 
leftward, too, giving benefits for the civil rights 
groups, hiring a bus and taking off for Mississippi 
as a part of the "Books for Selma” drive; how 
the Beatles came in, with the Surf, and Novi¬ 
koff played third and fourth runs of A Hard 
Day's Night and Help!, staying open all night 
to accommodate the crowds; how the galvan¬ 
ized antiwar audience turned on to Godard's 
political films and then off to Godard s polemi¬ 
cal ones. 

Through all this the Surf was gathering larger 
and larger audiences, and eventually Novikoff 
was able to gain entree to the first-run distribu¬ 
tors. The Surf's brochure for Fall 1967 bills 
three northern California premieres: Joseph 
Losey s King and Country , Peter Watkins’s 
The War Game and Pasolinis The Gospel Ac¬ 
cording to St. Matthew . 

Gradually the premieres took up more and 
more of the Surfs schedule. Novikoff took over 
the Clay Theatre on Fillmore Street, which 
became his "premiere” house, and later, he 
opened the Lumiere on California Street. In 
the past year or so, Novikoff s theaters have 
held premiere engagements of Fellini's Amar- 
cord , Resnais’s Stavisky r Bergman’s The Magic 
Flute and Wertmuller’s Swept Away . Right 
now, all three of his theaters are showing major 
first runs — Wertmuller’s Seven Beauties at 
the Clay, Truffaut’s The Story of Adele H , at 
the Surf and Joan Micklin Silver’s Hester Street 
at the Lumiere — and there are more to come. 

Listening to Novikoff talk about his theaters 
today is tike listening to my Uncle Al talk about 
the auto parts business, with all due respect to 
both Novikoff and my late uncle. "I had Adele H. 
at the Clay on an eight-week contract,” Novi¬ 
koff told me, “but then the distributor came 
to me with Beauties — we’d done great 

business with Wertmuller’s Swept Away" — 
he explained how, given the size of the popula¬ 
tion, Swept Away had done better business in 
San Francisco than anywhere else in the coun¬ 
try — “and I couldn’t turn it down. 

“The distributor of the Truffaut film gra¬ 


ciously agreed to have it switched to the Surf 
for the remainder of its run, which is very' un¬ 
usual. But then we’re going to be putting the 
new Bergman film in at the Surf in April, and 
that’s a problem because we were supposed 
to premiere Wertmuller's All Screwed Up at 
the Surf. Maybe at the Lumiere.” But Hester 
Street is at the Lumiere, I reminded him. What 
will he do if Carol Kane wins an Oscar? Novi¬ 
koff shrugged: “I need one more screen.” 

Novikoff has put up for “small” films, though, 
and is rightfully proud of the tremendous 
success he had with Makavajev’s Sweet Movie 
(first week gross in New York: $3,000; first 
week at the Lumiere: $7,500), with Alain Tan¬ 
ner s elegant, precise love story. The Middle 
of the World , with the Finnish film. Earth is 
a Sinful Song . 

He's also rightfully proud of the Surf’s 
popular “Summer Festival,” in which the pro¬ 
grams change every other day. The variety of 
programming in the Summer Festival is a 
wonder — last year for instance, Novikoffs 
programs included Ninotchka and The Thin 
Man , Sunrise and The Blue Angel , Birth of a 
Nation and King and Country , Sherlock Junior 
and Seven Chances , The Battle of Algiers and 
The Dutchman. In many ways, the Summer 
Festival is the Surf, but lately it has begun 
to seem more and more like a vestige of some 
half-forgotten past. Because of all the first- 
run activity at the Surf Theatres, the Summer 
Festival has been put off until fall this year, and 
Novikoff seems pretty tentative about that. 

The costs of rotating programs on a regular 
basis are very high, he explains. Most film 
prints aren’t available on the Coast, you have 
to ship them to and from New York, often air 
express both ways; rentals may be the same 
whether you play a film for a day or a week; 
there is also the expense of acquiring additional 
posters, stills, trailers for a repertory program. 

“I love repertory,” Novikoff insists. “I can’t 
wait to get back to it. I’m even thinking of ac¬ 
quiring another theater just to have a screen 
for repertory,” And he means it, he really means 
if* I respect the man’s sincerity almost as much 
as I respect his success, but when I hear Mel 
Novikoff talk about the costs of running a reper¬ 
tory theater, I can’t help remembering my 
Uncle Ai lamenting, “The freight charges are 
ki 11 ing me, killing me." □

Pom ’n’ popcorn 

The remarkable rise of softcore sex

F or many of us, the question of what really 
went on Behind the Green Door and Inside 
Marilyn Chambers will forever go un¬ 
answered, because although we’ve always 
wanted to know, we Ye also been terribly afraid 
to ask. Besides, pornography seems to have 
found its place in the so-called “adult theaters” 
that stud Market Street and the Tenderloin 
and which, when they refer to the gross, are not 
necessarily discussing the take. 

But recent years have seen the evolution of a 
strange hybrid known as softcore pornography, 
and it’s tame enough to be shown in your local 
neighborhood movie house (though you may 
have to “call theater for title")* Softcore has 
quite a lot of dialog (most of it terrible), lots of 
nudity (mostly from the back), and little, if any, 
sex. It’s also safe to say that whatever is used for 
shock effect often has nothing to do with the 
plot. 

Hardcore, on the other hand, has little or no 
dialog and obviously doesn’t rely on four-letter 
words to shock. Instead it focuses entirely on 
nudity, heavily overhung with frontal shots; 
the sex is totally no-holds-barred explicit. 

One example of the X-rated softcore films 
that have been showing at neighborhood theaters 
lately is The Naughty Victorians . Based on the 
underground sex classic A Man with a Maid , 
its thrust seems to be that S&M can be fun, 
especially if you Ye strapping* But although 
there’s a laughably Titillating Willow score by 
Sir Arthur Sullivan, the dialog and phony¬ 
sounding English accents are so bad they com¬ 
pletely negate any eroticism the sex scenes might 
have had. 

Then there’s Inserts , which features a has- 
been 1930s film director reduced to making 
pomo films in his living room, based apparently 
on the premise that pornography begins at 
home. There’s a plot of sorts, and some of the 
dialog isn’t too bad, but what few sexual scenes 
there are look so obviously simulated or are so 
coyly done they’re a complete turn-off. 



At the bottom of the barrel is The First Nudie 
Musical , whose talents are on a par with a high- 
school commencement exercise. Its dubious 
double claim to fame is that the performers 
wear no clothes and the dialog is among the 
most dreadful ever devised. 

What these neighborhood flicks have in com¬ 
mon is that they Ye cheats, insipid counterfeits 
of their hardcore counterparts, and what you 
get for your $3,50 admission tab is a completely 
mongrelized product with bad acting, worse 
plot, atrocious dialog and very little sex* 

Barely worth it, is it? n

A reckless 
masterpiece 

Lina Wertmuller’s ‘Seven Beauties’

T here are two schools of thought on Lina 
Wertmuller s Seven Beauties , which, per¬ 
haps symbolically, are represented on the 
Pro side by John Simon of New York , that 
brash, slick, muckraking, hit-em-with-every- 
thing, upstart magazine, and on the Con side 
by Pauline Kael of the New Yorker , that polished, 
sleek, traditional, just-the-facts-p lease, respect¬ 
able magazine. Simon calls Seven Beauties a 
'"masterpiece.” Kael calls it "a grotesque vaude¬ 
ville show.” 

Simon says of Wertmuller that she "'amazingly 
blends great force with something that, even if 
it is not exactly delicacy and finesse, is still a 
mischievous piquancy, a penetrating slyness 
that borders on a kind of refinement.” Kael 
writes: ""Despite the clamor of politics in Wert- 
muller's movies, her basic pitch is to popular 
prejudice,,,, Wertmuller runs with the pack." 
The remarkable thing about these seemingly 
irreconcilable positions is that they are both 
correct: Lina Wertmuller makes crude, vulgar 
movies beautifully, and her newest, her '"mas¬ 
terpiece," Seuen Beauties , is the ultimate para¬ 
dox, at once her most vulgar and most beauti¬ 
ful work. 

"Seven Beauties” is the nickname of Pasqua¬ 
iino Frafuso, a small-time Italian hood, so 
named because he lives with his mother and 
seven homely sisters, one of whom, Concettina, 
has become a whore. The film tells, in jumbled 
time sequence, how Pasquaiino kills a local 
Mafia chief who has "'corrupted” Concettina; 
how he attempts to cover up his crime by hack¬ 
ing the Mafioso s corpse into pieces and pack¬ 
ing it off in three different bags of luggage to 
three different cities in the north of Italy; how 
he is nabbed for the crime and tried; how he 
gets off with a light sentence by pleading in¬ 
sanity; how he is committed to a mental in¬ 
stitution where he rapes one of the women 
patients; how he joins Mussolini's army to es¬ 
cape permanent confinement in the asylum; 
how he deserts from the army and is captured 
by the Nazis; how he is sent to a concentration 
camp, where he contrives to survive by "seduc¬ 


ing" the grossly fat woman commandant and 
ultimately by killing one of his fellow prisoners 
on the Nazis' instructions. 

Pasquaiino is a survivor. He lives through 
commitment to prison, commitment to an in¬ 
sane asylum, commitment to a concentration 
camp. He comes through it all, this worst of 
all possible worlds, but like a perverse Candide 
he learns nothing. In the end, when he returns 
to Italy after the Second World War to find 
that all of his sisters have become whores, 
Pasquaiino is hollowed out. His experiences 
have drained his spirit, but nothing new has 
seeped in. He is a dead-eyed survivor. 

Wertmuller has stated that audiences should 
despise Pasquaiino, and Giancarlo Giannini, 
who plays the role, has described the character 
in these terms: "Pasquaiino is a vital man, 
a man desperate to live at all cost. But if a man 
has to live as Pasquaiino has decided to live, 
then he was bom a monster and ends up worse 
than a monster,” But if Pasquaiino is a monster, 
Wertmuller and Giannini put him across as an 
adorable monster. Wertmuller has drawn the role 
with broad cartoon strokes, and Giannini plays 
it with such exuberance and eye-popping energy 
that it's hard to resist Pasqualino's charm. 

Two of the characters — the commandant 
and the local Mafia boss — describe Pasquaiino 
as a "worm," and W'ertmuller probably in¬ 
tends for us to think of him as a worm, but her 
instincts as a filmmaker lead her in other di¬ 
rections. Wertmuller is by nature an enter¬ 
tainer; she wants to dazzle us, wants every frame 
of every film to overflow. Actors in Wertmuller s 
films always shout, gesticulate, move at top 
speed. Wertmuller's camera swirls; her back¬ 
ground music swells. In Seven Beauties , Wert¬ 
muller's sound track starts off with a bitter 
cabaret song, then moves on to Wagner s 
“Trauma" and ""The Hide of the Valkyries,” 
then to marches and love themes, John Simon, 
in his paean to the film, goes on and on about 
the richness of detail in Seven Beauties , but he 
never examines where those details came from. 
For example, he discusses at length the scene 
in which Pasquaiino makes love to the com¬ 
mandant in her office and points out especially 
the way Wertmuller cross-cuts between shots of 
a portrait of Hitler, which hangs on one wall 
of the office, symbolizing ""stern disapproval," 
and a Bronzino oil called "Cupid and Venus,” 
which sits at the base of the opposite wall, sym¬ 
bolizing an ‘"icily obscene sexual act.” The 
contrast is clever, but what the hell is a museum 
piece like the Bronzino doing in the com¬ 
mandants office? Wertmuller doesn't explain, 
but it creates a brilliant effect. 

Seven Beauties only works if you don't think 
much about it, Wertmuller's effects are . , . well, 
effective, but she sacrifices sense to sensation 
at every turn. She brings on a character, an 
anarchist prisoner in the concentration camp, 
to make what appears to be the director's 
point: that civilization, the social order, has 
produced the depravity of the concentration 
camp, and only in chaos is there salvation. 
However, she then dispatches the anarchist 
to his death by having him leap suicidally 
into a pile of excrement. The gesture is startling, 
but it happens too quickly, before we've de¬ 
veloped any understanding of the anarchist's 
character, and his words have no resonance: 
he makes his speech, then his splash, then he's 
off. 

Seuen Beauties is an example of intellectual 
cinema du zap . Wertmuller hits us with ideas, 
one after another, each grander than the last, 
but they're not rooted to anything; they're there 
for display, for effect. In Seven Beauties , Wert¬ 
muller works over our minds the way some 
action movie directors — Robert Aldrich, for 
example, or Don Siegel — work us over for a 
physical effect, and the results are literally 
stunning. Wertmuller grabs our attention and 
doesn't let go. 

Still, the sheer voluptuousness and audacity 
of her filmmaking is a wonder, and though 
her flirtation with ideas is hardly what one 
would call a personal vision, it has its own 
kind of intellectual integrity. Wertmuller will 
undermine any intellectual position for a 
dramatic effect. As a result, her films are ideo¬ 
logically confused — it's impossible to tell where 
Wertmuller really stands, because she doesn't 
stand anywhere except under the bright lights 
of the center ring. We are left at the end of a 
Wertmuller film with our beliefs, whatever they 
are, corroded. In its own way, Wertmuller's 
engulfing showmanship is liberating, and the 
total recklessness of her filmmaking a kind of 
purity. ■

Into the coocoo’s nest 

A gastronomic tour of four local Caribbean restaurants 


Connies, 1907 Fillmore (near Bush), SF, 563-

Cuba Restaurant, 2886 16th St. {near South 
Van Ness), SF, 864-9871, Fri.-Wed* noon-10 pm. 
Fruitilandia, 3077 24th St* (near Folsom), SF, 
$24-9751. Mom-Sat 9:30 am-8 pm. 

El Buen Borincana, 3016 24th St (near Harri¬ 
son), SF, no phone. Daily 10 am-10 pm. 

T here is no fog, I am told, in the Caribbean. 
There is* however, Caribbean food to be 
found in the fog of San Francisco. Actually, 
“Caribbean” cuisine is one of those broad 
sobriquets that don't quite make it* San Fran¬ 
cisco is the home of four such restaurants: two 
Cuban, one Puerto Rican and one West Indian* 
These three variations have about as much to 
do with each other as the McCoys and the 
Hatfields. Don't expect the warm breezes of 
the Devils Triangle to blow over you when 
you sample their dishes — some are balmy, 
some kick like an autumn hurricane, others 
taste like the tar pits of Trinidad* Amazingly, 
they struggle along with almost no semblance 
of native ingredients. But they're all cheap 
(sort of) and all an alternative to the endless 
e n c h i 1 ada syndrome * 

Connie's is another one of those little restau¬ 
rants that try but don't quite score a hit. Al¬ 
most, but not quite* On the positive side, there's 
a thick air of funk about the place — the paint 
job is beautifully botchy; Connie is always in 
the kitchen, stirring up something or other; 
and the food is pretty interestin'* But this just 
isn't the sort of restaurant I expect to leave 
feeling hungry — as ! have three times. One 
of the reasons I don't expect to be famished 
is that Connie is a big woman — 1 mean a big 
woman — and it's not just her bones. I, on the 
other hand, tip the scales at a paltry 150 pounds, 
and expected to be stuffed to bursting by Con¬ 
nie's bounty' rather than wandering out into the 
Fillmore Street night to catch a doughnut at 
the corner. 

Connie's West Indian dinners (which cost, 
for the most part, just under $5) start with soup, 
usually a Creolish tomato concoction, a bit 
overcooked and a little short on spices. Then 
comes an undistinguished green salad and some 
of Connie s homemade bread — usually coco¬ 
nut loaf or honey wheat bread. After this, the 
entree, a choice of some eight dishes. Though 
Fve never had the curried goat, I like the coocoo 
with fish — coocoo is an African mixture of 
okra and cornmeal; and 1 don't half mind the 
curried beef with eggplant* What set me grum¬ 
bling into my grits was the Caribbean chicken 
with rice and congo beans. The Caribbean 
chicken is better described as Caribbean bones 
— my chicken shards looked as if they had 
seen many a soup before being picked by me* 
With a tab coming to nearly $9 per person 
after wine, tax and tip, those chicken bones 
began to look like culinary voodoo. 

The Cuba Restaurant, however, on the edge 
of the Mission's warehouse district, is hard to 
leave feeling anything but stuffed* Not only is 
the food plentiful, it's good* The Cuba weaves 
a web about you as you sit at a plasticized 
table with place mats under the plastic, with 
a thick forest of plastic plants, black-and-white 
jungle wallpaper and heavy pachanga music 
pounding from the bar* Is it kitsch? Of course 
it is t including a small box with a kiddie cartoon 
show within (five minutes for 25e). It’s also 
empty a lot of the time, which may reflect 
on the size of the Cuban population in San 
Francisco, or the boondock location of the 
restaurant* It’s certainly not the food that's 
keeping the customers away. 

There are hors d'oeuvres (called bocaditos) 
of Cuban pork tamales (95<?) and escabeche 
($2.75), a sort of pickled sea bass akin to 
ceviche * Whole meals can be made of the soups, 
especially the good $opa de los 7 mares ($3*75), 
a large bowl of clams, shrimp, crab, squid and 
various unidentifiable fish in broth. And since 
the theme here is very definitely fish, the marts- 
cos include such succulents as pescado ento- 
matada ($4*50), a sea bass in fried tomatoes 
and white wine; congrejos enchilada ($5*50), 
crab meat in tomato sauce; and a very fine 
camarones enchilada ($4.95), lots of fat shrimp 
in a thick spicy tomato sauce* Although the 
dinners come with sides of rice, beans and ex-

ceSlent homemade sweet rolls, 1 like to order 
one of the extra charge house specialties — 
either platanos maduro (85c), fried, ripe bananas; 
yucca (80c), a boiled, starchy tuber; or tos- 
tones (80c), fried, green plantains* And the 
flan (85c) goes great with the Cuba's very strong 
coffee. 

On the other side of the Cuban centavo there's 
Fruitilandia, more a snack bar than a restaurant, 
A giant cutout clown on one side of the restau¬ 
rant points you in, which is appropriate since 
this is a pretty funny place* Inside, the decor 
runs from Cuban flags against a background 
of stained-glass contact paper to posters of the 
chateau at Chenonceau (France, not Cuba) 
and bunches of bananas ripening in the front 
window. The Cuban sandwich is a disaster 
here — some bad pieces of pork, beef* processed 
cheese and mayo between two pieces of bread 
that appear to have been baked and then sat 
on or pressed between telephone books: an all- 
around flat sandwich- 

The shakes (batidos), on the other hand, are 
a hands-down hit* For 85c you get a choice 
of plantain, papaya, mamey, tamarind, guana- 
bana, cantaloupe, chinmolla, coconut, pine¬ 
apple, cherry, vanilla, chocolate, mango, flour 
(that's what the menu says) or a combo of banana 
and papaya, mixed with, ice and milk and 
zoomed to a froth in a blender* I could drink 
them al! day, but don't dare — the door's not 
wide enough to get me out after a day of mango 
batidos. 

Finally, there's El Buen Borincana, the only 
Puerto Rican restaurant in town. Well, not 
quite a restaurant, really, more of a neighbor¬ 
hood social club for the Mission's Puerto Rican 
population — if anything, the hangers-about 
seem distinctively amused by the presence of 
curious customers* They have good reason to be 
— Puerto Rican food is very much an acquired 
taste, running through the very exotic world of 
cuchifritos (loosely translated “fried pork 
things”}* 

After a long (45-minute) wait — during which 
I played game after tedious game on a pair of 
10c flipperless pinball machines and traded 
smiles with the owners' children who emerged 
from the kitchen bearing heaping plates of rice, 
beans and meat for their suppers — my cuchi¬ 
fritos arrived* A cross-section of Puerto Rican 
cooking, this meal entailed a pastelillo (35c), 
an oily flat turnover with a thin crust covered 
with air bubbles; a relleno (30c), an orange 
knishlike thing, colored by cumin and corn¬ 
flower and sort of mushy; a bacalaito (25c), 
another orange cornmeal ball, filled with salty 
codfish; and an alcapurria (30ch a nasty little 
flat thing, something like a hockey puck in 
shape and taste, made of yucca and filled with 
chopped meat* 

Obviously, this competitor to the burrito, 
dim sum, piroshki and knish is not quite to my 
taste, perhaps because it’s too greasy or weirdly 
spiced. But Fd like to try it again, perhaps bend 
it a little to my tasty leanings* Maybe a little 
ketchup or some Big Mac secret sauce * * * ■

A whiter 
shade of soul 

Boz Scaggs's *Silk Degrees 7 

o look at the barrage of records coming 
out of the Bay Area in recent weeks, you'd 
never know there was a vinyl shortage. A 
few of the more notable offerings: 

BOZ SCAGGS: SILK DEGREES (Columbia 
PC 33920). Never let it be said there are no 
white people who can sing soul music. In fact, 
there are three: Van Morrison, Phoebe Snow 
and Boz Scaggs. 

Scaggss latest album is a transitional work. In 
his earlier work, Scaggs tended to be openly 
derivative — of Van Morrison on My Time , 
for example, or of Al Green on Siou; Dancer , 
That's not a criticism, simply an observation. 
Any good artist begins by imitating his influ- 
ences, getting a feel for the moves and the 
nuances. Only after he has mastered other peo- 
pie's styles does he begin to forge them into a 
style of his own. It's who the artist chooses 
to imitate, how well he imitates them and how 
he integrates and interprets their styles that 
determine how successful his own style is. 

On Si/k Degrees t Scaggs refers back to and 
integrates the three distinct phases of his mush 
cal development — the Texas funk of his work 
with the Steve Miller Band and his early solo 
albums, the churning, gritty rhythm & blues 
of My Time and the velvety, stylized soul of 
S/ou; Dancer. He combines a lot of Van 
Morrison and Al Green, a little bit of Mick 
jagger and Bay Charles and a trace of Stevie 
Wonder and the Four Tops, and out of all that 
his own unique style begins to emerge. 

Silk Degrees isn't as consistently strong as 
either My Time or Slow Dancer ; but there are 
some very r strong individual cuts. The best is 
“Lowdown," a very' funky soul tune built/Herbie 
Haocock-style, on a single electronic riff repeated 
throughout. Scaggs’s taut, restrained vocal, 
working against the ceaseless momentum of the 
instrumental track, creates a sense of dramatic 
tension that is sustained from the first note to 
the last. 

Almost as strong are "Lido Shuffle" and 
“Georgia," both hard-driving R&R tunes that 
recall the highest points on My Time. The major 
disappointments on the album are the mellow 
tunes that close each side — “Harbor Lights" 
on side one and "We’re All Alone" on side two* 
After the relentless power of every other cut 
on each side, the gentle letdown is welcome, 
but neither cut is in the same league with ballads 
Scaggs has done in the past, like "Might Have 
to Cry" and "Old Time Lovin' " on My Time. 
“Harbor Lights" is nicely performed, but that 
doesn't hide the fact that it’s a sappy, unin¬ 
spired composition. "We're All Alone” uses a 
cliched melody that would be more at home 
over the credits of a 1969 Significance movie; 
on the positive side, it has a gentle, soothing 
flow to it, not unlike the Beatles’ classic closing, 
"Good Night.” 

Even where Scaggs s material is less than 
inspired, the production (by Joe Wissert), the 
arrangements (by David Paich) and the per¬ 
formances are excellent* String sections and 
female backup choruses, which can be deadlier 
than plutonium, are both used to great advant¬ 
age* The sound throughout is elegant yet at 
the same time clean and tight, thanks in no 
small part to the work of Jeff Porcaro, prob¬ 
ably the crispest, most economical drummer in 
all of rock. 


When I saw Lifeline , my first impression was 
that it was too much too soon, releasing a 
second Pablo Cruise album a scant six months 
after the band’s debut album. When I listened 
to it, though, I changed my mind. Lifeline 
is another solid collection of bright, medium- 
hard rock V roll played with the same infec¬ 
tious enthusiasm that makes this East Bay 
quartet such a popular club attraction. Their 
music sounds a lot like Chicago without the 
horns; David Jenkins’s heavily chorded guitar 
provides the power and Cory Lerios's swelling 
acoustic piano work provides the texture. There 
are a few' mediocre compositions on the album, 
but they're all on side two, sandwiched between 
two great tunes, “Zero to Sixty' in Five” and 
"Good Ship Pablo Cruise," The former is this 
album's equivalent to "Ocean Breeze" on their 
debut record, a long instrumental tapestry 
that starts sweet and simple and just keeps 
getting richer and more powerful. The latter is 
a bouncy Caribbean tune that leaves you feeling 
good about the whole album, 

" JOAN BAEZ: FROM EVERY STAGE (A&M 
SP37Q4). This two-record set constitutes the 
Compleat Joan Baez. Virtually every style she's 
ever worked in during her long career is repre¬ 
sented here. There are traditional folksongs 
like "Amazing Grace," "Swing Low Sweet 
Chariot" and "Ain't Gonna Let Nobody Turn 
Me Around,” all of them sung a capella, which 
may be Baez's strongest suit. There are no fewer 
than five Dylan tunes, from "Blowin’ in the 
Wind" to “Forever Young," There are poli¬ 
tical polemics. There are nasty cracks about 
Henry Kissinger and Indira Gandhi. There are 
Sixties chestnuts like "Stewball" and Wobbly 
classics like "Joe Hill." 

The first two sides feature Baez and her 
guitar, while the last two use a soft, acoustic- 
sounding backup band. The band is almost 
always deep in the background, which, con¬ 
sidering the quality of Baez’s voice, is where 
it ought to be — though it might be nice to hear 
her let loose with a little rock V roll just once. 

KGB (MCA 2166). One of these days, Michael 
Bloomfield just might find a band he's com¬ 
fortable with. But don't count on it. 

In the Sixties it was not uncommon for 
knowledgeable people to consider Bloomfield 
the greatest guitarist in rock. That was probably 
an overstatement, but he was arguably the 
finest blues guitarist of the Caucasian persua¬ 
sion. And he was successful as well — a long 
stretch with the original Butterfield Blues Band, 
memorable session work with Dylan and a series 
of popular "supersession" albums with Al 
Kooper and Stephen Stills. Since then, though, 
it's been all downhill. And his current band, 
KGB — actually his latest former band, since 
he’s already quit —* is about as downhill as 
you can get. 

KGB is Waste elevated to an art form. Here 
we have a superlative blues guitarist, one of the 
great power drummers (Carmine Appice), a 
speedy and supple bass player (Hick Grech) 
and a perfectly competent singer (Bay Kennedy) 
and keyboard player (Barry Goldberg), So you 
might expect some sweet, funky blues, right? 
Nope. Or spirited heavy metal? Huh-uh. KGB 
has one tolerable song, "Let Me Love You," on 
which Bloomfield is allowed to play a little bit of 
guitar. The rest of the material runs the gamut 
from tedious to tiresome. Not since the last Elec¬ 
tric Flag reunion album, which Bloomfield and 
Goldberg also played on, have so many dreary, 
faceless, whitewashed rhythm & blues tunes been 
put between- two pieces of cardboard. In fact, the 
cardboard is a lot tastier than the music. Go hear 
Bloomfield play the blues at the Old Waldorf 
and forget about this album.

a nee accomplishes itself,” maintains 
modem dance choreographer Alwin 
Nikolais firmly, if obscurely, in an 
article in the Winter 1971 issue of Dance Per¬ 
spectives, Nikolais was speaking specifically 
of his own abstract dance creations, pieces in 
which he ignores psychologically laden Greek 
myths, refuses to illustrate Shakespeare and is 
persistently uninterested in the anthropomorphic 
qualities of swans. But his remark could also 
apply to the dances of the young local choreog¬ 
rapher Margaret Jenkins, particularly to her 
new, splendidly ambitious w'ork. Equal Time. 

Equal Time is a long (it runs well over an 
hour) and amazingly complex piece, set for ten 
dancers — seven women and three men — all 
dressed in gray unitards slashed with muted 
streaks of color. Although the work manages 
to remain almost continually intriguing, it's 
hellishly difficult to describe, primarily because 
the elements Jenkins works with are nonlinear. 
There's no narrative progression or dramatic 
denouments; rather the dance is like a pulsing, 
thematic crossword puzzle. In a spirit of play¬ 
ful exploration, Jenkins invents movement 
problems and then suggests solutions. And puz¬ 
zlelike, the various parts of the dance inter¬ 
connect , ultimately creating an inherent emo¬ 
tional logic of their own. 

Collaborating with poet Michael Palmer and 
using a fine original score by Jon Gibson, Jenkins 
begins the piece with her dancers doing identical 
ensemble movements. Gibson's music, here 
composed of what sounds like cymbals, drums 
and piano, sets a throbbing beat and curiously 
joyous mood. Both the opening music and move¬ 
ments are returned at various times through¬ 
out the evening, providing the work with a 
pleasurably cohesive texture. 

After this upbeat beginning, the dance con¬ 
tinues in sections. The performers, in different 
numerical combinations, sometimes move in 
silence broken only by their breathing or foot¬ 
work on the floor. At other points, Gibson’s 
score consists of metronomic clicks or a swath 
of subtle background noises {one section sounds 
almost like the hum of a jungle village), while 
in the final portions of the work the dancers 
are accompanied by the a rhythmical noodling 
of a saxophone. 

Although there's a minimal amount of im¬ 
provisation (“dancers can extend phrases," 
say the program notes), movement patterns 
for the most part are firmly set. Spatially the 
stage empties and fills, a process that has a 
rhythmical quality of its own. Sexual relation¬ 
ships are explored: in one bit two couples are 
on stage, one pair frenetically grappling with 
each other in a grim, panting duet, as the other 
two serenely investigate shifts of weight and 
balance. At times the women or men intro- 
spectively dance alone. There are humorous 
moments and surprising leaps and catches. 
Movement motifs (such as a one-legged jump 
with the other foot making quick fluttering 
punctuations) are repeated by different dancers, 
with the effect feeling like a musical melody 
that travels from instrument to instrument in an 
orchestra. 

In one jarring section the dancers speak, 
their comments primarily referring to the pro¬ 
cess involved in the creation of the dance itself, 
“You want me down or up?" says one per¬ 
former in a rehearsed bit of patter (the words 
didn’t change in the two times I saw the work). 
Another chants, “It’s hard because it's hard,” 
while a third coyly inquires, “Can you show 
me how to get there?" Later the dancers be¬ 
gin to laugh — an irritating laughter that lacks 
emotional motivation. Neither the speaking nor 
laughing segments are veiy successful; as devices 
they seem cloying and inappropriate. 

Equal Time has other problems as well. The 
work is too long, spreading itself just a few 
minutes beyond Jenkins’s inventive control, 
while the space in her Bryant Street studio 
(which Jenkins is rapidly outgrowing) doesn't 
allow for perspective. This well-danced, satisfy¬ 
ing and enormously impressive work would

benefit conceptually if the audience were not 
just a few feet from the performance. 

Jenkins has divided her six-week spring sea¬ 
son into two programs. Equal Time plays on 
Saturdays (April 3 will be the final Bryant Street 
performance), while Fridays have been taken up 
with two examples of "structured improvisa¬ 
tion.” In Friday’s first number. Story, poet 
Michael Palmer reads us (on tape) fragments 
from his not very profound journal, while the 
performers respond independently to the sound 
or content of the words. In the second work, 
Lapinsky , Jenkins’s dancer Helen Dannenberg 
breathlessly tells us about her bunions, her dog 
and her pet turtle. Although the performers 
seems to be having scads of fun, for me the 
indulgent Friday event is dominated by uninter¬ 
esting movement and verbal twaddle. 

On Sunday afternoons Jenkins has been hold¬ 
ing a highly successful series of free gatherings in 
which various aspects of modem dance are dem¬ 
onstrated and explained. The last of these will 
be at 2 pm, Sun. April 4, at 2005 Bryant Street. 

Short Takes 

Well, the American Ballet Theater has come 
and gone. Their repertoire is now so large and 
varied this company often has a weary vaude¬ 
ville feel: on one program, the fairy sylphids of 
La Sylphide tread close on the heels of AST's 
curtsy to decadence, a ballet version of Genet's 
The Maids . Missing some of their superstars — 
Nureyev, Gregory and Gelsey Kirkland (Kirk¬ 
land, injured, returned to New York after the 
first week of performances) — the company 
lacked some of its advertised dazzle. Natalia 
Makarova, however, danced wonderfully and 
with heroic frequency. 

For me the high points were a first chance to 
see Fokines Petrouchka (disappointing), Jerome 
Robbins’s Les Noces (magnificent) and Twyla 
Tharp’s Push Comes to Shove (a delightfully 
clever concoction that’s essentially a sassy 
showpiece for Mikhail Baryshnikov), 

And on the Bicentennial Theater Project 
front; At final count, 800 local actors auditioned 
for approximately a dozen available roles. In 
addition to coordinator Arnold Weinstein, the 
project now has two directors, Lee D. Sankowich 
and John Henry Doyle, of the Grassroots Ex¬ 
perience Theater Company. The first show is 
scheduled to begin previews on April 21, with 
an official opening on April 27 at ACT’s Marines’ 
Memorial Theater.
